DOMESTIC. 


The Gulteau Case—Continuation o f the 
Proceedings. 
W ash in g to n , December 9th.—The Crim­ 
inal Court opened prom ptly at 10 A. M „ and 
Dr. M cA rthur again took the stand. 
Gniteau shouted out, “ Y our Honor—” 
Scovillesaid, “ K eepstill, please.” 
• 
Guiteau replied : 
“ W ell, then, yon state 
it a t once; if you don’t, I will.” 
Scoville then addressed the Court, and ob­ 
jected to the character of the evidence which 
had been given by the witness, on the ground 
th at evidence as to any other crime could not 
be introduced when a prisoner is on trial for 
this particular offense. 
H e desired all such 
evidence stricken out. 
Guiteau here broke in 
excitedly, 
and 
shouted o u t: 
“ I t is purely in the nature of 
a confessional. 
M cA rthur is not an expert 
nor lawyer, and I object to him telling the 
jury and the American people facts which 1 
told him years ago in regard to my history.” 
The Court ruled th at tho evidence could be 
admitted as tending to show the genera! uhar- 
acter of the prisoner. 
Corkhill then asked M cA rthur : “ Did you 
ever see anything in the prisoner to indicate 
insanity ?’’ 
The answer was : “ No, sir, I never did.” 
Guiteau here broke into one his noisy 
harangues, and, despite the warnings of the 
Court and the expostulations of counsel, pro­ 
ceeded to express h¡3 opinion cf Dr. M c­ 
A rthur in teim s not delicate. 
Turning to the reporters’ table, Guiteau 
declaimed for 
some minutes agaiost the 
scandalous repórta of his character, and 
siDglin? out the reporter of the Republican, 
shook his fi->t at him threateningly. 
Scoville cross exsmiuod the witness, and 
became very angry and much excited at some 
of his replies. 
The testimony in chief was 
not shaken. 


MORE TESTIMONY FOR THE PROSECUTION. 
W . S. Caldwell, a physician who treated 
L. W . G uiteau during his last illness, was 
called. 
He never detected any evidence of 
m ental unsoundness. 
George W . Plum mer was then called. 
Guiteau iintrndiately shouted : “ I owe this 
man S20,but it has cost the Government $200 
to get him here. 
I thir.k the President’s at­ 
tention had better be exiled to the way you 
are squandering the Government’s money.” 
Turning to Corkhiil he raid : “ He might 
bounce you at once ; you will cost the Gov­ 
ernment two or three hundred thousand dol­ 
lars at this rate.” 
Colonel Corkhill here desired the Court to 
restrain the prisoner, when Guiteau leturned 
to him and said: “ You go slow, Corkhill. 
You are spotted, and as soon as this business 
is over the President will remove you.” 
The witness (Plummer) then said he al­ 
lowed the prisoner to occupy a desk in his 
office at Chicago for some months. 
He 
seemed to have a good deal of collection busi­ 
ness, and went in and out like any business 
man. 
Guiteau continually interrupted him. 
Finally the witness said to him : “ I t seems 
your dose relations with the Deily of late 
have corrupted your morals.” 
The prisoner laughed heartily at this Bally, 
and said : “ Well, th at ain’t so bad, Plum ­ 
mer, for a W estern m an.” 
“ Did you ever Bee anything in bis conduct 
th at indicated unsouodness of m ind?” was 
the next question. 
"N o , sir,” replied the w itness; 11 nothing 
whatever. 
H e seemed to be a man of ability, 
vain and conceited. 
B ut then he had ‘late 
from New Y ork’ on his card, and we ex­ 
pected the rest.” 
This convulsed the Court. 
Stephen English, editor and proprietor of 
the Insurance Timis, of New York, took the 
stand. 
G uiteau called out, “ This man was in Lud- 
low-strcet Jail, and 1 got him out for ??00.” 
W itness gave the 
circumstances under 
which he became acquainted with the pris­ 
oner. 
W itness was in jxil under 310,000 
bonds, (barged w ith libel. 
The prisoner 
acted as his attorney. 
Guiteau frequently and noisily interrupted 
witness, calling him a liar and pcijurer. 
A t 
ore time he shouted, “ There isn’t an irunr- 
ancs man in New Y ork th at dues not know 
what a fraud y tu are.” 
W itness r.ouiinued : 
“ The prisoner swin­ 
dled m eoutof §800, and aleo swindled many 
poor creatures in jail by promising to help 
them, and getting their mon y, and then 
never raising a finger in their behalf.” 
Guiteau shouted, “ Why, 1 wouldn’t spit 
on you on the street, you old rcrundrel. 
1’il 
get sonao insurance men to show you up, ; >.u 
old fraud.” 
W itness was asked if ho ever detected any 
signs in Ihe prisoner of icsanity, and replied, 
“ On the contrary he was a remaikahly clear­ 
headed, shrewd lawyer. 
H e completely 
outwitted mo.” 
G. Brown, attorney at-Uw, at New Y ork, 
wes counsel for Mrs. Guiteau in obtain’rg a 
divorce from the prisoner. 
H e believed the 
latter perfectly sane. 
Guiteau (excitedly)—I want to know, Cork­ 
hill, what all this kind of evidence has got 
to do with the real i-sue? 
W ho fired the 
shot th at killrd Garfield, the D eity or I? I 
think its devilish mean to rake up my char­ 
acter in ali its details. 
The ouly icsr.e here 
is who fired that shof, the Deity or I. 
Ju3t 
take thxt home, Corkhill, and think cv rrit till 
to-morrow morning. 
I want to know what 
all this haa got to do with the question of my 
sanity or insanity on the 21 of July. 
As I 
have told you before, I had time enough to 
go crazy on a hundred thiag3 in the inteival. 
A recess was here takon. 
A fter recess srveral n i messes were exam­ 
ined, the prisoner as usual interrupting, when 
the Court adjourned until Monday. 
P ro b a b ilitie s th a t G uiteau w ill be Fou- 
xictcel. 
Chicago, 
December 
9th. —The 
Times' 
W ashington telegram says : Devilish deprav­ 
ity is w bat the Government intends to prove 
in the place of what the defense have tried to 
make cut in the Guiteau case. 
There never 
has been a time during the trial when G al­ 
lean has made himself so thoroughly obnox­ 
ious as to-day. 
I t appears as if the prisoner 
was beginning to realize how right the halter 
is being drawn about his neck. 
In his utter­ 
ances yesterday he had the appearance of des­ 
peration, and there is no doubt that he is 
struggling under the dread cf a teir.ble fear. 
The very atmosphere in the Court-room now 
savers of conviction, and Guiteau Í3 sane 
enough to appreciate the situation.

I t is understood that Blaine, in transm ittiag 
the State D epartm ent recommendations, had 
incorporated language altogether too vigorous 
for discretion ia regard to Chile and Peru.

I t had ju rt commenced to 
snow, and iu the auditorium of tbe theater

and the noise of turning down seats was heard 
on all sides. 
The boxes were Etill empty, 
but the balcony and galleries were filled. 
On the stage everything was in a state 
of activity and bustle.—workmen removing 
the scenery, etc. 
Offenbach’s comic opera, 
" Les Contes da Hoffman,” was to be per­ 
formed for the second time. 
Some of tho 
singers and actors had already taken their 
places on the stage in costume, but a large 
number, however, were still in the dressing- 
rooms in the hands of the customers and 
hair-dre38?r8. 
The overture had not yet be­ 
gan. 
how t h e f i r e com m enced 
Cannot yet be definitely stated, and probably 
it never will be known. 
According to one 
version the scenery was ignited by a spark 
from the electric machinery. 
According to 
another, a workman with an alcohol lamp 
caused the disaster. 
The former version is 
the more likely one. Director Holmesberger, 
who was upon the stage, was the first one to 
notice the fire. In a moment after the “ flies” 
were wrapped in flames, and the network of 
wood, ropes and canvas was burning like 
tinder. 
The people on the stage were stupe­ 
fied with fear at first, and they speedily took 
flight, in the most terrible confusion, towards 
the ladies’ dressing-rooms on the left of the 
stage, wher8 a small staircase led to the 
Hohanslaufer strasse.

it darted back and forth from auditorium to 
stage. 
Fire became the m aster of the Ring 
Theater. 
“ Fire ! fire ! The Ring Theater 
is on fire !” was tho cry that went from 
m cu th to esr. 
On Ring strasse the firmes 
were already bursting through the roof, and 


CRIES SUCH AS VIENNA NEVER HEARD BEFORE 
Filled the air. They seemed not like the cries 
of human beirgs, but such woeful accents 
as can be heard ouly in a death strug­ 
gle. 
The Ecene was indescribable. 
All 
those 
inside 
the 
ill-fated 
building 
were 
pressing their 
way 
towards the 
street, which was crowded at ail prints. 
The 
audience from the theater struggled and 
crushed each other in peristyle and foyer, and 
confusion reigned. Suddenly cries were heard 
from the w indows of the hallway leading to 
the R ing bnleoDy, over the entrance, which 
was soon emptied, and the cries c f those at 
the windows and of those within the theater 
were awful, and swelled louder and louder. 
The mass of people in the street was growing 
denser constantly. 
Tho morning papers publish long, heart- 
renoirg accounts of the catastrophe.

most of them place the dead at 300, w:lh 
those persons who were in the fourth gallery 
yet to hear from. 
The num ber will be 
swelled to 500 at least. Even the public seem 
reluctant to apeak of the extent of tbe disas­ 
ter in the upper vallerv, and neither the fire­ 
man nor soldiers have as yet dared to pene­ 
trate. 
THF. DREADFUL SCENE. 
A firemau who had assisted in bringing out 
the bodies from the third gallery, on being 
asked “ How many persons, do you think, 
are iu the fourth gallery?” answered, “ Two 
hundrfd, and possibly three hnrdred—who 
can tell? They are tbeie in thick masses. 
W e shall not know how maay are dead 
until the people rf Vienna 
bave sent 
in their list of 
tho 
missing 
ones to 
the police.” 
Ths origin of the fire is 
not yet established to a certainty, but of the 
cowardice of the firemen on the stage and 
attendants, who should have let down the 
iron screen, cf the general want of provision 
to prevent such a catastrophe, the:e remains 
no doubt. Tho theater itself was r, very band­ 
eóme edifice, as far as the iuterior was con­ 
cerned, and 
was 
apparently constructed 
with 
a 
view 
to 
exaggerate 
such 
a catastrophe as that of last night. 
The 
stuirs and passage-ways were laid out in a 
strangely complicated manner, so that one 
needed a good knowledge of the [dace to find 
his way at all in and out of the theater. 
These peculiarities were noted on the day of 
the opening of the theater, on the 10th of 
January’, 1874, when “ II I’arbi?re de Scrig- 
lia ” was performed. 
Theee stairways and 
pa'sages last night proved fatal to many who 
had already escaped the horrors of suffoca­ 
tion inside the auditorium. 


stokt of an eye w itn ess. 
Inspector Niizel escaped from his dwelling 
on tbe up- er story.

THE FOURTH GALLERY. 
P ersons who have secu tho dead in the 
fourth gallery describe th e bodies as all lying 
in th e position they had fallen—forw ard, 
backw ard, upw ard, all together in convul­ 
sively clinging masses. 
T hey were unablo to 
leave the gallery because th e doors opened 
iuw ardf. 
E ven had they escaped death here, 
it is ecarcely possible th a t th ey w ould have 
escaped id the passages and narrow sta ir­ 
ways, plunged in to tal darkness and filled 
w ith suffocating fum es. 
D eath cam e to them 
quickly, however.

The estim ation of the value of a diam ond 
is m ade according to a regular system of 
appraisem ent. 
I t will surprise many of 
those who are not conversant w ith the sub­ 
ject to learn w bat a large proportion of a 
diam ond is often ground away to dust in 
cu ttin g it eo as to make the m ost of its 
brilliancy.

N e w Y o r k , December 9tb.—A Vienna cor­ 
respondent w rites: A t I o'clock it was 
discovered th at the death roll of the Ring 
Theater catastrophe was much larger than a t 
first rumored. 
A n American physician, who 
had just returned from a visit to the Alegi- 
mile Krankeuhaus, told me th at he had seen 
S8 men and 44 women laid out in th at institu­ 
tion alone. 
Their feces were black and their 
tongues protruding, with froth issuing front 
their mouths—all svmptoms of suffocation. 
When he left the K rankechaus at m idnight 
they were stiff carrying the dead away. 
He 
described tbe sight as horrible in the extreme. 
Friends were striving to identify friends, and 
relations their relativep. 
Women were rush- 
irg about almost crazy fr»m a 
fruitless 
search. 
By 2 o’clock 240 bodies bad been 
taken out of the theater. 
I t was thought 
that 100 more were stiff among the ruins. 
Reports up to 2 o’clock were th at in the 
third gallery 90 corpses were found in one 
mas«. 
The fourth gallery had not yet been 
seached.

WATER-GLASS. 


Von H elm ont, in 1640, found th a t wheD, 
in m aking glass irom saud and alkali, an 
excess of alkali was used, tho glaES would 
dissolve in boiling w ater. 
In 1327, Von 
Fuchs utilized wator-glasa, soluble glass, or 
silicate of toda, iu stereochrom y or solid 
color-painting, in m onum ental and m ural 
decoration, and in 
tho preparation of 
cem ents and 
artificial stones. 
London 
Engineer suggests th at, although used for 
a large num ber of purposes in the arts, it 
is capable of more extended application 
when it becomes better known. 
A com­ 
pact, m arble-like stone is formed, when it 
is m ixed w ith chalk and dried. 
Sim ilar 
stones are formed by mixing w ater-glass 
w ith bone-asli, zinc-white and magnesia. 
Ransom e’s 
artifical 
stone 
is 
pre­ 
pared 
by 
m ixing 
sand 
w ith 
w ater- 
glass solution, to form a plastic mass 
which is then pressed into th e required 
shapes, aud placed in solution of calcium 
chloride ; 
th e silicate of calcium th u s 
form ed cem ents the grains together, and the 
chloride of sodium formed a t th e same 
tim e is removed by washing w ith w ater. 
W ith clay, lime, sand, cem ent, etc., solu­ 
ble glass enters largely into the com osi- 
tion of many of tho patented arti cial 
stones, plastic tiles, slates, etc., and al o of 
our common soaps, the detergent qualitiea 
of th e glass m aking it an excellent scour­ 
ing m aterial. 
In cold w ater, this glass is 
nearly insoluble, or dissolves very slowly ; 
bu t in boiling w ater, it dissolves w ith facil­ 
ity, and rem ains in solution after the w ater 
has cooled. 
If th e w ater contains 30 
per 
cent, 
of 
the 
glass 
in 
solution, 
we have a s .batanee of a s iru p s consist* 
ence, which may be used as a tranc. 
parent varnish on m any substances ; on 
drying, it forms a glassy coating th a t fairly 
resists m oisture and change of tem perature. 
Engineer rem arks th at, although the Scien­ 
tific Am erican says it has been used exten­ 
sively as a vehicle for certain pigm ents to 
form paints know n as silica paints, oil and 
the other common ¡Dgredirnts arc used as 
the vehicle in th e paints known and largely 
used by th a t cam e in England.

The First Annual State H orticultural Con­ 
vention—Its Objects and Pur­ 
poses—Notes—Etc. 


A Convention has just closed its labors in 
the capital of the State which promises in its 
results to b3 one of the icost important 
assemblages ever convened in California. We 
refer to the first annual State Horticultural 
Convention. That onr readers may the better 
understand the object and purposes of this 
meeting cf practical horticulturists, we will 
go back f or a moment and recite some of the 
reasons which have brought it into existence, 
and some of the means by which it has 
been accomplished. The very first experi­ 
ments in planting 
fruit 
trees 
in this 
State 
proved, to the quick and prac­ 
tical American mind, the rare adapta­ 
bility of the soil and ciimate of 
Cali­ 
fornia to fruit culture in all its many varia­ 
tions. The first peach trees planted came 
into bearing as seedlings the second year from 
the pit. Apple and pear trees began to pro­ 
duce as seedlings the third and fourth year 
from the planting of the seed, and the second 
year from the bud. The plum, apricot and 
nectarine showed a like precocity, and the 
fruit from all was a wonder to those who be. 
held it, both as to size and beauty cf appear­ 
ance, and the flavor seemed to surpass that of 
all other countries. 
As early as 1854 and 1855, when the settle­ 
ment of the State was but four and five 
years old, the reputation of the State for 
its horticultural capacity was established 
in the minds of all who had given horticult­ 
ure any study in other countries, and who 
had observed the first results of the experi­ 
ments in this climate. As early as I860 we 
could boast of our ability to make a fruit 
display that would put to shame any display 
that could be gotten together in any State 
east of the Kooky Mountains. Very soon 
after this fruit was more plentiful here than 
in any other State in the Union, and prices, 
except at retail, fell down below the paying 
figure. We had only a borne market for fruit, 
and that market was glutted. Fruit was indeed 
so plentiful that no one thought it worth while 
to take any pains to preserve it hardly for 
for family use beyor.d the immediate season 
of ripening. Our trees broke down under 
the loads Nature placed upon them, and 
which man w s b too indifferent to lighten by 
thinning out or by pruning. No insect pe3ts 
were known then, and our apples and pears, 
peaches and plums, and in fact all kinds of 
fruit were as perfect in form and color and in 
every other respect as Nature could make 
them. Our fame as a fruit-producing coun­ 
try wa3 then unknown outside our own 
State, except to a few wide-awake horti­ 
culturists like 
Marshall P. Wilder and 
a few of his genial 
associates, 
mem­ 
bers 
of 
the 
National 
Horticultural 
Society. 
From 1860 up to 1869, though our 
Eastern friends bad heard wonderful tales of 
our capacity for fruit-raising, they had no 
adequate idea of the real facts in the case, 
for the reason they had never eeen with their 
own eyes the wonders that had become fami­ 
liar to us. 
In 1809, however, at the invita­ 
tion of Mr. Wilder, as President of the Na­ 
tional Horticultural Association, our State 
Agricultural Society undertook to seed 
samples of our fruit- and grapes to tbe exhi­ 
bition of said Society, to be held in the city 
of Kichmond, Virginia. Tne samples sent 
were carefully selected and packed, and sent 
by rail 
in 
care 
of 
a 
delegate from 
our 
Society 
to 
such 
exhibition, and 
they arrived in good condition and were ex­ 
hibited. The exhibition was the wonder of 
all ob.-ervers ; was the feature cf the national 
fair, and did more than all that had been 
done before to open tbe eyes of our Eastern 
friends to the realities of our fruit-growing 
advantages. The completion of the Pacific 
railroad the same year rendered possible the 
opening up a market for our fruits in the 
Eastern cities, and about 300 tons of pears 
and apples, plums and grapes, were that year 
shipped over the road to that market. Some 
shipments went through in 
good 
con­ 
dition, 
and 
some 
wers 
ruined 
for 
want of proper packing and ventilation. 
These actual realities, the evidences of our 
fruit productions, gave additional proofs that 
what we had been claiming for our State wa3 
really true—that for fruit-culture she was 
the modern Garden of Eden. But with the 
opening up of the overland communication^by 
rail, and the possible outlet for our fruits, 
came an evil as well as a good event. In the 
same year that we scut our exhibition of 
fruit to be shown at the national exhibition 
at Kichmond we extended an invitation to 
all the States East to make an exhibition of 
specimens of their fruits at our State Fair, 
and nearly every State from Massachusetts 
to Kansas responded to that invitation. The 
result was that we had a grand opportunity 
to compare our own fruits with the best sam­ 
ples from all the Eastern country at our own 
home exhibition. 
The immediate result 
of 
this 
interchange 
M 
exhibitions 
was 
much 
in 
our 
favor. 
California 
fruits were in demand at remunerative prices 
from Chicago to Boston, and wherever they 
could be put upon the market. Our first 
peais sent East netted the shipper about 15 
cents a pour.d. Foreign varieties of grapes 
netted rbout 30 cents a pound, and Califor­ 
nia Mipsion grapes netted about 20 cents. 
But with the good came also the evil effects 
of our enterprise. The apples and pears that 
were sent us for exhibition from the East 
brought with them a hidden enemy that we 
had not reckoned upon. The larvae of the 
codling moth was thus introduced among us. 
While we were thus opening up a market for 
our fruits we were introducing and nursing in 
our orchards a pest that within a few years be­ 
came so formidable as to threaten tbe entire 
destruction of the industry we wer9 trying to 
make remunerative. Just eleven years from 
the introduction of this little insect pest 
into 
our orchards _ he had become so 
numerous and influential as to exert cd in­ 
fluence in our legislativo halls. This little 
insect in fact caused the introduction and 
passage of the horticultural law, the more 
fully to carry out the objects of which 
brought thell of ticuliuralConvem ion together. 
We invited this little joker among us, but 
having become more thoroughly acquainted 
with him we now invite him to leave us, and 
a State Convention is assembled to consider 
the means of putting him out. The Conven* 
tiondii all it could do under the circumstances. 
I t adopted resolutions and appointed commit­ 
tees to execute its will, but the little eDemy 
is constantly taking its sleep, carefully rolled 
up in its little nest under the hark of our 
apple, pear and quince trees, and around 
their roots; and also in thousands of nooks 
and corners, about our fences, our bams and 
houses. 
He has also takea up his residence 
in every town and city in the State where 
apples and pears or quinces have been stored, 
or even ‘carried temporarily for use. All the 
old boxes that have been used for the trans­ 
portation of fruit to market, whether apples, 
pears and quiuces, or peaches, plums and 
apricots, are a.so utilized by this little 
joker 
for 
a 
safe 
retreat 
from 
the 
cold 
and 
storms 
of 
the 
winter. 
In March and April or May next, according 
to the season and locality, this little worm 
will come out of his hiding-place furnished 
with wings to fly from tree to tree and from 
fruit to fruit, to deposit its eggs, and thus 
multiply its numbers by the hundred and cor­ 
respondingly increase its powers of destruc­ 
tion, the resolutions of the Convention and 
its executive committees notwithstanding. 
And right here we will say for the Conven­ 
tion : a more resolute, earnest, intelligent and 
determined set of roan we have not seen as­ 
sembled in the State. The discussion of the 
subjects iu hand bear us out fully in giving 
the men assembled this character. But we 
sav, notwithstanding all this, the little enemy 
wé have spoken or, and all the little scale- 
bugs, red spiders and caterpillars, will pay no 
attention to the edicts and orders of this large 
and respectable body of men in their col­ 
lective capacity as a convention. ^Tjie real 
work—to get rid of the enemies of the fruit 
industries—has to be done by individuals at 
home, iu their orchards, in their fruit-houses, 
packing-houses, store houses, fruit-boxes, and 
wherever else the enemy may_ be found. 
The Convention’s good work will fall still­ 
born, and be of no account, unless the indi­ 
viduals composing the Convention, and all 
others owning fruit trees or places infested 
with the orchard’s pests, or any of them, go 
to work, and that immediately, to kill every 
larva of a codling moth, every scale of the 
scale bug, and every nest or egg of the cater- 
piller to be found on his premises. Now is 
the time to go after the codling moth larva- 
especially. 
Let every tree be scraped and 
every bark crevice searched, and let the soil 
about the roots be hoed or Bhoveled away, and 
let the ground in every orchard be plowed 
and harrowed and mixed 
up 
and ex­ 
posed and treated in every way calculated to 
kill or injure or bury up beyond resurrection 
every larva in and about the same. Let this 
work be begun at once and perse veringly con­ 
tinued till tbe time for the larva; t <1batch, 
and all through the season in fact. Then let 
the trees be wrapped, let cut stra* be placed 
around the root*, and every other trap that 


ingenuity can in v en t be set to catch and de­ 
stroy th e enem y.

T h ey 
are fighting th e codling m oth, th e te n t cater­ 
pillar, th e scale bug, and indeed all our fruit 
pests 
c o t on ly in the older b ta tes in th e 
Union, b n t in a il the S tates and in all th e 
fruit-grow ing countries in th e w orld, and a l­ 
w ays "will be, and w e m u st n ot thiD k th a t our 
H orticultural C onvention can do_ a n y m ore 
than 
other 
sim ilar 
C onven tion s 
have 
done under sim ilar circu m stances bifare it. 
T he C onvention is but one of tb e m eans of 
spreading inform ation, of tellin g everyb od y 
w h at everybod y else ha3 learned as to w hat 
can be done in th e ch eap est and m ost effectual 
m anner. 
The C onvention did a good work, 
gathered a good m an y ideas, m ade a good 
m any good su ggestions ; b u t in d ivid u als m ust 
execute th ese 
ideas and suggestions, and, 
un less th is be done, all th e ta lk and all the 
resolves, and all th e learned essays and ad­ 
dresses, are of no value. 


Training Heifers. 
I t is an easy matter to train a heifer to 
Htand qnietlv to be milked, but it is easier to 
teach them to jump, kick and run. The way 
to teach them to stand stiil is to require 
them always to do so. If there is naught to 
hinder a wild heifer from running, and her 
fears prompt her to run, she can and will 
run. If she can not run, in a short time she 
loses her fear, and stands from h ab it; and 
habit is one of the most powerful influences 
in the world for either brute or man. 
If you 
want to transform a wild heifer into a weli- 
behaved, well-trained cow, you must be pa­ 
tient and of good temper. Never strike her. 
She must first of all get acquainted with you, 
and learn that you will not hurt her. She 
must learn not to fear you. If, in winter, it 
is best to milk in the stable, make as little 
fuss and as few alarming motions as possible ; 
handle her very gently. Be careful not to 
pinch the teats. This is the great source of 
trouble. 
A caw naturally wishes to be rid 
of her milk. She stands quietly until some 
careless milker has given a squeeze that hurts, 
when she kicks and runs. By allowing such 
a course a few times, the habit will be con­ 
firmed. The best way to manage, if you 
have no stable, is to have a well-fenced yard, 
aud teach your heifers to stand for milking 
in th a t; or next best, to tie them, using them 
very quietly. No man or boy is fit to handle 
animals unless he can control them, and con­ 
trol himself. Neither is it right to chastise 
the ignorant.—[Ex. 


Agricultural Notes. 
A t a recent sale of Shorthorns in England, 
belonging to Sir Wilfrid Lawsoo, prices tum­ 
bled in a most unprecedented manner. A 
cow bought four years ago for §2,500 went for 
§180; another, bought at the Holker Hall 
sale for §3,025, was bought back for the Duke 
of Devonshire for §3G0 ; and a third, whish 
cost S1,S00, was sold for §160. 
The Texas Live Stock Journal advises sheep 
ranch men to secure one bushel of cotton seed 
per head, to be fed this winter in lieu of hay, 
which, owing to drought, they have not been 
able to secure. The Journal says the seed 
can be bought for ten cents per bushel, and 
one bushel per head will be ample to feed 
during the bad spells in winter. 
Among recent inventions in this country 
is the manufacture of barrels of pulped wood 
—one kind for fruit, flour aud other dry sub­ 
stances, and the other for oils, beef, pork and 
liquids. They are so strong that they may 
be dropped from a wagon without harm. 
Each barrel is made in one piece, of coarse 
wood pulp, subjected to a pressure of 400 
tooB, aud is light, strong and cheap. 
This is how the French kill their poultry : 
They open the beak of the fowl, and with a 
sharp-pointed, narrow-bladed knife mike an 
incision at the back of the roof of the mouth, 
which divides the vertebra and causes instant 
death, after which the fowls are hung up by 
the legs. They will bleed perfectly, with no 
disfigurement; picked while warm, aud if 
desired scalded. In this way the skin pre­ 
sents a more natural appearance than when 
scalded. 
There is no greater destroyer of wood than 
heat. When heated to a sufficient degree it 
bums ; afc a lower temperature it chars, and 
lower still, if still hot, slow combustion is 
continually going on. Tar adds to heat and 
hastens combuBtiou. It is used to preserve 
wood because it is thought to exclude water, 
which to some extent it does ; but water is 
not near so great a destroyer of wood as heat 
is. Water, with a moderate heat, breeds 
fungus, and this is a wood destroyer also. 
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A N e w U se fo r E l e c t r ic it y .—Elec­ 
tricity is now employed in the rectification 
of inferior alcohol. 
This work is accom­ 
plished by passing a current, generated by 
a voltaic battery and a dynamo-electric 
machine, through it. 
By this operation 
the superfluous hydrogen is disengaged, 
and beet-root alcohol, which is usually very 
poor, can be made to yield 80 per cent, of 
spirits, equal to that obtained from the 
best malt.

I x se c t L if e . —It is estimated th at there 
are five times as many kindB o f insects as 
there are species of all other living things 
put together. 
The oak alone gives shelter 
and support to 450 species of insects, and 
200 kinds make their home in pine trec3. 
In 1S49, Alexander Von Hum boldt esti­ 
mated that the number of species preserved 
in collections was between 150,000 and 
170,000, but scientific men now say that 
there must be something like 750,000 
species. 
A N e w M e t a l — A vein of w hat is sup­ 
posed to be a new metal is Baid to have 
been found in digging a well near Battle 
Creek, Mich. 
The find is in a stratum of 
rock about 28 feet below the surface. 
Pieces of some of the nuggets taken out, 
it is said, have been melted up, and have 
all the appearance of the best gold, but 
when the acid test is applied to the metal 
it corrodes, showing that it is not the 
genuine precious metal. 
It is not known 
what metal it is, and specimens have been 
sent away for analysis. 


N e w M o d e o f T e l e g r a p h in g . — Nature 
reports that a telegraphing experiment of 
a singular description was tried about the 
middle of August at the Troeadero. 
It 
consists merely in the reading of large 
Bilvered zinc letters, a square meter in size, 
fixed on a blackened board, by refracting 
telescopes. 
This method has succeeded 
very well from the Troeadero to the 
Pantheon—a distance of three miles. 
The 
inventor, an officer in the French service, 
thinks he will succeed in reading messages 
at a distance of sixty miles under favorable 
circumstances. 


H a u l in g F i r e s .— W hen a boiler is short 
of water and a heavy fire is on the grate, 
what shall be done to prevent the boiler 
from being burned ? The first impulse is, 
on the part of some, to haul the fire at 
once, but is not th at the most dangerous 
course th at could be taken ? It seems open 
to criticism. . A fire that is disturbed is in­ 
tensely hot for a short time, at a period 
when no more heat 
is 
needed, and it 
would therefore seem that it would be bet­ 
ter to open the doors and throw wet ashes 
on to smother the fire, instead cf adding to 
the danger by raking it over. 
By so doing 
the heat is at once lessened—at no time in­ 
creased—and the pressure Í3 falling, but 
when we haul a fire, the exact reverse oc­ 
curs, more steam is made and the danger 
increased. 
W e think it is safer to cover 
the fires than to haul them, particularly if 
they are of bituminous coal.—[Mechanical 
Engineer. 


L iv in g A n im a l s L it Up fr o m W it h in . 
At a recent soiree in the Paris Observa­ 
tory, M. Trouve showed a live fish with its 
body lit up from within b y . his electric 
polyscope, a minute form of which, with 
conducting wires passing to the hands of 
the operator, the animal had been caused 
to swallow (comfortably, let us hope). The 
whole body became transparent in the 
dark, so that the vertebras could be count­ 
ed and all the details examined. 
This in­ 
strument promises to have many uses, 
Among others, it has already been applied, 
La Nature says, to showing students the 
texture of the rectum and bladder, to facil­ 
itate extraction of a projectile at the back 
of the nose, to examine the stomach of a 
bull (in which a gastric fistula was formed), 
to lighting the interior of shells and cannon 
for examination, also to lighting powder 
magazines, in which case the reflector is 
inclosed in a triple envelope of glass. ‘

Thii book was written, says the author, 
during the intervals of time in his busy life, 
and he claims that it contains “ a memoir of 
the public affairs of Ireland during a period 
of abnormal activity—a period to which may 
be traced, as to their fountain-head, many of 
the opinions now generally current among 
the Iriffi people.” The primary aim of the 
work, he states, is to make the people of the 
present day familiar with the motives of the 
men who were prominent in what was known 
aa the “ Young Ireland party,” “ as their en­ 
emies in the first instance named them, and 
as they came in the end to name themselves.” 
Mr. Duffy’s chief effort has been to make 
clear, according to his views and those 
of the party, what their ultimate aim 
was, 
what 
they 
accomplished, 
their 
motives 
and 
their 
means 
of _ action. 
To this end he ha3 availed of the disclosure 
their private correspondence makes, as inter­ 
preted by one who shared their counsels. 
These things are given in book form, for the 
first time, in the work before us, and what­ 
ever view of “ The Irish Question ” one may 
entertain, he will find this book of value. 
The auihcr has lived a quarter of a century 
among Englishmen, as their associate, col­ 
league, or competitor; has been an active 
participitor in Irish politics, is one of Ire­ 
land’s most prominent men, and appreciates 
the dislike Englishmen will feel in unearth­ 
ing the skeletons of the past; but a genera­ 
tion has passed eince the events occurred 
which he records, and he now appeals to the 
consciences of the best class of English­ 
men, and begs them to come to a Btudy

In the library of Jesus Coliege, Oxford, is 
an ancient Welsh M.S. called “ Llyfr Coch 
O H ergest;” that is, “ The Esd Book of 
Hergest.” This manuscript was written iu 
the fourteenth century, though some of the 
compositions which it has collected are of a i 
much earlier date. It cjntaius a number of 
poems, together with a body of prose romances 
called “ Mabinogion.” In 1S3S Lady Char­ 
lotte Guest published a translation of these 
Mabinogion, accompanied by the text of 
their Welsh originals and a mass of useful 
and scholarly notes. Mr. Lanier, who had 
most marked succssa in two previous under­ 
takings for youths of the land, strongly de­ 
sired to re-edit, upon the name plan with his 
“ Boy’s Froissart” and his “ Boy’s King Ar­ 
thur,” tbe curiuU3 old products of Welsh fancy 
thus rendered available to scholars. The intriu- 
... charm of the stories in the first place 
easily secure them a position in the series. 
Though not so rich as the “ Arabian Nights,” 
they are more vigorous, and their fascina­ 
tion is of a more manful quality. 
Moreover, 
♦hey are in comparison open-air tales, and do 
not move iu that close, and, as he oddly puts 
it, “ gas-poisoned temperature,” which too 
often renders the atmosphere of the Eastern 
tales extremely unwholesome. The "M abi- 
nogioa ” all center, in one way or another, 
about the court of King Arthur, and present 
us with views of the domestic life going on 
in King A rthur’s palace, as well as of the 
wild adventures of his warriors, which were 
conceived at a very much earlier and ruder 
period than that of Sir Thomas Malory s 
book. So we think Mr. Lanier lias done well 
to make the “ Mabinogion” a companion book 
to the “ Boy’s King Arthur.” * It is probable 
that in these “ Mabinogion ” we have the 
original poems of 
that great growth of 
Arthurian romances which overspreadi Eu­ 
rope after Geoffrey of Monmouth published 
his “ History of the Britons.” I t is very 
evident that Borne of 
the 
Mabinogion 
have received romantic additions and that 
they are all from foreign sources. Travelers 
carried the Welsh tales to Europe, and there 
they took on, in their repetition, the fancies 
aud romance of the region where they were 
repeated. But some of the originals are pre­ 
served in their purity. The volume is very 
handsomely printed and finely illustrated.

PORTRAITS OF 
GOVERNOR BTANFOBD, 
WIFE AND EON, 


Painted by Meissonier, Eonnat and Carolus 
Duran—Description of the 
New Works, 


W hen yen are all played out be careful 
wbat yon eat, bat take Kidney-Wort, 


P a r is, November 14, 1881. 
California will soon be the possessor of 
three cf the most marvelous portraits 
which the combined talent of the greatest 
living artists of France can produce. Gov­ 
ernor Stanford carries home with a por­ 
trait of himself by Meissonier, one of Mrs. 
Stanford by Bonnat, and the portrait of 
their son by Carolus Duran. 
The names of 
these three artists are of world-wide fame, 
and the pen of the chronicler can add no 
new leaf to the crown of laurels which each 
has long since won. 
Meissonier, the oldest in years, is the 
oldest in reputation, and although other 
schools have sprung up around his feet, 
still active and young, he will fprever re­ 
main the great master who has out-dis­ 
tanced the renowned Holland painters on 
the road towards all that is delicate and 
fine in art. 
His extended and established 
reputation, aud the immense prices paid for 
every strip of canvas or paper touched by 
his brush, have rendered him 


INDIFFERENT TO ADULATION OR WEALTH, 
And in order to attract his attention one 
must possess other than ordinary quali­ 
ties. 
Meissonier is in no way identified 
with portrait painters, for it is an art left 
generally to those devoid of imagination or 
the higher power of conception, yet all 
great artists, on some special occasions, 
consider it their prerogative to transfer to 
canvas the lineaments of a friend jor the 
striking features of one whom they may ad­ 
mire. 
Mr. Meissonier proposed to paint 
Governor Stanford’s portrait for these two 
reasons: 
First, that there ha3 sprung Uy 
between them a friendship born of sympa­ 
thy for that noble animal the horse, and 
Meissonier is the greatest horse painter in 
the w orld; secondly, that he has perceived 
in Governor Stanford’s face the expression 
of a strong character and certain marked 
features which are a delight to the trained 
artistic eye. 
The model is posed with legs 
crossed in an arm-chair, and the massive 
feet of the chair are interlaced as are those 
in old style furniture. 
The right hand of 
the Governor unconsciously reatB upon an 
arm of the chair, while the other, reclin­ 
ing on the opposite arm, holds a book in 
the manner of one who half closes it to 
more deeply reflect on its contents. 
The 
chair almost leans against a table but par­ 
tially visible, covered with a green velvet 
cloth, on which may be seen the open leaves 
of the famous book containing the photo­ 
graphs of horses, to which Governor Stan­ 
ford lias devoted his superior intelligence 
and a portion of his precious time. 
This 
book is so 


EXQUISITELY FAINTED 
T hat the photographs, although exceed­ 
ingly small, can be perfectly distinguished 
and recognized. 
Leaning against the table 
is the familiar cane, tbe gift of a friend in 
those memorable days when its owner was 
Governor of our own State, and which cane 
has formed a part of himself these many 
years since. 
The head of the model is 
thrown to one side in th at pose familiar to 
all who have lemarked Governor Stanford 
during moments of earnest conversation. 
In fact nearly all attention is absorbed 
by the head, for underneath the massive 
brow’ are a pair of eyes whole inten­ 
sity 
fixes 
the 
beholder. 
The 
hands 
have a 
character 
of 
their own, 
and 
every part of the entire form is so express­ 
ive that were each taken separately there 
would be much food for artistic study 
which would interest as do the broken 
ruins of the old Greek statues. 
This por­ 
trait is one of the largest canvases the 
great artist has ever adorned with his 
magic brush, and throughout may be seen 
the effect of his best inspirations. 
W hen turning to 


BONNAT, 
We turn to the more modern school of art, 
the bold style and firm touch of which 
have been the medium of expression for 
some of the finest artistic minds of the age. 
In this school Bonnat may be said to stand, 
at the head, for no one has carried it to as 
high state of perfection as he. 
W hen his 
brush comes in contact with the canvas, 
it is not for the purpose of groping its way 
into an expression of the artist’s half-formed 
intention, but with a decided stroke ex­ 
posing the matured idea, the visible form 
conceived and finished in the artist’s brain. 
Mr. Bonnat is known as probably the great­ 
est portrait painter living, but he has 
given proof through other works of his 
superiority in composition and artistic con­ 
ception, and if he rarely delights the world 
at present with these creations, it is be­ 
cause he is permitted little time to devote 
to them, for since his famous portraits of 
Victor Hugo, Thier3 and other celebrities, 
distinguished persons from all parts of the 
world flock to him to be rendered immortal 
through his inspired brush. 
Mr. Bonnat 
has painted Mrs. Stanford’s portrait in a 
manner exceeding tbe superior execution 
of any preceding work, and he has in­ 
dulged in a variety of accessories, in a 
multitude of details unseen in any other 
portrait he has painted up to the present 
day. 


TIIE FIGURE 
Is life size, with one arm hanging grace­ 
fully at the side, while the other rests upon 
the back of a chair, where may be seen a 
handsome opera cloak of wine-colored vel­ 
vet, lined with silk of a more tender hue, 
and trimmed with white 
llama wool, 
thrown negligently aside, as though to per­ 
mit its owner to appear in all the richness 
of her attire. 
The'dress is of white satin, 
brocaded with silver, and trimmed with 
flounces of elegant lace, the same which 
Brussels sent to the Universal Exposition 
of 1S7S, as a sample of their beet and finest 
work. 
Above the flounces is a tunique 
which commences at the waist in front, and 
after falling in graceful folds over the hips, 
it finishes in puffs at the back, the whole 
trimmed with the same wide lace, whose 
creamy appearance produces a pleasing 
harmony with the lighter shade of the satin 
and the cold tones of the silver. The waist 
is of solid lace, pointed in front and the 
back, and joined on each shoulder by a 
large sapphire surrounded by diamonds, 
thus leaving exposed in full the neck and 
arms. 
Tho hair, which is becomingly ar­ 
ranged, is surmounted by a coronet of 
large yellow diamonds and different colored 
precious stones, while encircling the throat 
is a necklace of large white diamonds, hav­ 
ing for pendant an immense sapphire aDd 
diamonds to match those on the shoulders, 
except that they are larger in size. On the 
ann3 are bracelets of the same jewels, and 
conspicuous on the little finger is a large 
smoke diamond. 
One white slippered foot 
is seen from beneath the satin puffing of 
the dress. 
The eyes are marvelously ex­ 
pressive, following you wherever you go, 
and the entire figure is so excellently 
molded that it seems a living creature 
about to advance towards you. 
In fact it 
may justly be considered the finest portrait 
of the day. 


CAROLUS DURAN 
Is a name familiar to a great number of 
Americans ; for although young in years 
this artist enjoys the reputation of veterans 
who have long battled in the war for fame. 
In fact, no artist has ever obtained as many 
honors at an early age as Carolns Duran. 
These honors have been partly earned 
through admirable portraits of his own 
beautiful children, and it is easy to believe 
that his paternal affection, for which he is 
renowned and esteemed, lends a greater 
comprehension to the artist’s eye and a 
more correct touch to his brush. 
I t is not 
therefore astonishing that fond parents 
shonld appeal to him to transfer to canvas 
the delicate features of their children, and 
on the occasion of each salon his child-por­ 
trait is as anxiouslylooked for as that of the 
distinguished lady produced by his vigorous’ 
brush. 
He is known specially as a por­ 
trait painter, and tbe teatures of many 
eminent persons have been made familiar 
to the public through his interpretation. 
Hia portrait of Emile de Girardin created 
quite a sensation at the salon some four 


years ago, and was reproduced manv times 
by engravers and photographers. 
The emi­ 
nent polemic was represented seated at a 
table, with pen in hand, directly in front of 
the observer, and with head raised, his eyes 
searched you with a rapid compiehenaive 
glance, w’hich gave to them a most life like 
expression. 
Two years ag ; the portrait of 
a highly esteemed and hanusome Countess, 
in elegant full dress costume, with a rich 
fur cloak hanging from her shoulders, ob­ 
tained for Carolus Duran, the medaillc 
d’honneur, the highest prize within the 
joint gift of 
artists. 
The portrait of 
Leland Stanford, Jr., is beautiful and ex­ 
pressive, with an earnest inquiring look in 
hia eyes, belonging to his tender years. He 
is dressed in a suit of blue, the thumb of 
his left hand carelessly placed in his jacket 
pocket, while in his right hand he holds 
his hat and cane. 
There is a certain grace 
in the pose, a certain sweetne33 in the ex­ 
pression of the features which immediately 
excites admiration, and the artist has found 
traits of the face and individuality of man­ 
ner which enhance ths interest of the sub­ 
ject. 
The figure is admirably set off by 
one of those rich heavy crimson curtains, 
such as Carolus Duran knows so well how 
to paint, and the entire portrait, which is at 
the same time more finished than tho gen­ 
erality of this artist’s work, is beautifuHy 
life-like and expressive. 
All lovers of art will certainly rejoice 
over this new 
acquisition of portrait 
treasures to California, which will aid in 
forming the tastes of home artists.

THE &UNDERLAND LIBRARY SALE. 


The books at the Sunderland library sale 
appear to be fetching good prices, thongh 
the Mazarin Bible which went for £1,600 
did not come up to the highest price that 
work has brought. 
In 1S73 a copy was 
sold for £3,600. 
I t is true that copy was 
on vellum, but we are inclined to think 
"that 
the 
Spencer copy was 
in 
the 
same condition. 
The Boccaccio referred 
to must be the Valdarfer edition, and 
£960 for that is by no means extravagant, 
judging from former sales. 
The copy of 
the “ Vinegar ” Bible appears to have gone 
rather higher than could have been ex­ 
pected. 
I t is called the Vinegar Bible 
from an error in the title to the 20th chap­ 
ter of St. Luke, in which ** Parable of the 
“ V ineyard” is printed “ Parable of the 
“ Vinegar." This is the only peculiarity 
about the edition, which is a comparatively 
modern one, having been issued in 1717. 
By the way, the telegraph made a sad 
blunder in the date of the Mazarin Bible, 
patting it at 1426. 
Of course no book 
had been printed at that date. 
The fact 
is that the Mazarin Bible is without any 
date, but the presumption is that it was 
printed c/rco 1450. 
The Cranmer Bible 
(1540) is one of the most splendid typo­ 
graphical monuments extant, but very 
rarely found in a clean and perfect state. 
This work will bring a very high price at 
any time, as does a perfect copy of the first 
folio of Shakespeare (1623). 
In fact a 
book-buyer who understands his business 
and has plenty of capital may buy to sell 
again with a tolerable certainty of making 
a handsome profit on his investments, and 
with judgment he may do this even with 
modern works, many of which are rapidly 
increasing in value from various causes. 
But it takes a thorough training in bibli­ 
ography to venture upon this kind of 
speculation. 


There has recently been issued from the 
Government printing office a voluminous 
and interesting pamphlet containing a fu.l 
exhibit of “ The Cotton Goods Trade of 
“ the World,' and the Share of the U nited 
“ States Therein.” I t is published by the 
Department of State ; is introduced by 
Secretary Blaine in a long review of the 
salient facts; and ss intended to assist 
American manufacturers and merchants to 
compete with those of Great Britain, who 
in this line of production are the principal 
rivals to be encountered. 
The showings 
made by the State Department are very 
curious, though the incapacity of Mr. 
Blaine to realize the true cause of Ameri­ 
can inferiority in foreign commerce renders 
his suggestions worse than useless, and 
his philosophy futile and vain. 
The facts 
however are sufficiently remarkable to ar­ 
rest the attention of the American public, 
and when they remember that the case of 
the cotton goods trade is the case of ail 
our foreign trade, they will understand 
what it is that Protection is doing for the 
country in its foreign commercial relations. 
W e will premise that there are about one- 
fourth as many spindles in the United 
States as in the United Kingdom, and 
that consequently the latter, if all things 
else were equal, ought to produce not more 
than four times as much, nor to possess more 
than quadruple our trade. 
Indeed seeing 
that Protection is claimed to be superior 
to Free Trade, the American cotton trade 
ought to have grown in a far more rapid 
ratio than th at of G reat Britain. 
But let 
us proceed to look at some of the facts. 
The statistics given are all for the year 
18S0, and they are all official. W e propose 
simply to quote some of the totals iu value 
of the cotton trade of the U nited States 
and Great Britain with a few foreign coun­ 
tries, and in order to make the illustration 
as emphatic as possible we have selected 
the countries of the American continent. 
For it is evident th at these countries are 
marked out by their geographical location 
for American markets, and th at if any 
other country has supplanted us in them, 
there must be something wrong in our com­ 
mercial Bystem. 
W e will begin w ith the 
Dominion of Canada. 
Here, if anywhere, 
wc ought to be able to meet the British 
manufacturer and defeat him, but as a fact 
we find the cotton imports of England to 
be S3,771,165, and those of theU nited States 
82,766,779. 
Here, with every facility for 
competition, we are beaten. 
Take Mexico 
next. The imports of cotton from England 
last year amounted te $2,400,000 ; those 
from the United States were only $S32,000. 
If we cannot secure the trade of Mexico, 
if we cannot beat a rival who has the ocean 
transit against him as well as other draw­ 
backs, how can we expect to compete on 
equal terms with that rival in Europe ? 
Take Central America next. 
The imports 
of cotton from England were valued at 
81.161.000 ; those from the U nited States 
at $77,736. 
The W est Indies constitute a 
stiil worse case, England having imported 
there cotton to tho value of 89,532,000, 
while oar trade only reached $956,802, 
In South America tho same fortune accom­ 
panies us. England sent the United States 
of Colombia $3,163,000 of cotton goods. 
We imported only 8586.000. England sold 
Venezuela $1,419,000 of cottons. 
We 
could only sell her $149,316. 
The trade of Brazil Í3 a large and tem pt­ 
ing one, and there are plenty of obvious 
reasons why our merchants should wish to 
obtain the control of it. 
They have tried 
their hand, and this is the result. 
Last 
year England sold Brazil $17,SS7,000 of 
cotton goods, and we could oifly sell her 
8687.000 worth. 
That is a tremendous 
difference, but is not much worse than the 
case of Uruguay. 
England sold Uruguay 
cotton goods valued at $3,OS1,000. 
W e 
sold her $52,000 worth. 
Take the Ar­ 
gentine Republic, again. 
England’s cot­ 
ton bill was $4,816,000. 
Ours was only 
$133,647. 
So with Chile. 
England sold 
her 85,162,000 worth. ' We sold no more 
than $217,869. 
And these are all countries 
at our very doors, so to speak ; countries 
with which, if with any, we should be able 
to establish trade supremacy. 
If we go 
further in our investigation we shall fare 
worse. 
China and Japan are in many re­ 
spects very much nearer to us than to 
Great Britain, but there Í3 simply no 
comparison 
between 
the 
commercial 
achievements of the two countries. 
The 
cotton exports of Great Britain to China 
last year amounted to nearly 830,000,000 ; 
those of the United States to 8373,000. 
The case of Japan is, however, the most 
overwhelming. 
The total foreign imports 
to th at country reach only about $13,­ 
500,000; and of that amount England fur 
nished last year 812,250,000, leaving all 
the rest of the world less than $1,500,000, 
Of that million and a half, however, all we 
could supply amounted to $27,000 ! 


In fact it is disagreeably evident that 
England commands the cotton trade of the 
world, and that the U nited States are 
simply nowhere in the race. 
Mr. Blaine 
has gone to a great deal of trouble to find 
out why it is-that we lag so far behind, and 
he has postulated a number of ingenious 
suggestions, none 
of 
which, 
however, 
really explain the situation. 
Thus he finds 
that the English superiority arises from 
their practice of going into partnership 
with foreign firm s; from their complex 
banking system ; from their command of 
capital, and so forth. 
But Mr. Biaine’s 
own figures contain the answer to the 
question which perplexes him so much. 
They show that American cotton goods 
cost double the price of the English manu­ 
factures. 
W e need go no further. 
So 
long as the English merchant can offer his 
cotton goods at five csnts a yard, and so 
long as the American merchant asks ten 
cents a yard for his, the latter will toil 
vainly in 
the 
rear 
of 
the 
former. 
And 
so 
long 
as 
Protection 
is the 
policy of the U nited States, so long will 
it be impossible for the American man­ 
ufacturer to compete on anything like 
equal terms with his British rival. 
Mr, 
Blaine incidentally upsets one of the most 
recent 
assertions of the Protectionist. 
Pressed to show w hat good this system was 
producing, they have latterly declared 
that American cotton goods were begin­ 
ning to drive English goods out of the 
foreign market. 
This assertion seems to 
be based on the reports of certain of our 
Consuls, but Mr. Blaine is obliged to ac­ 
knowledge th at the statistics of the trade 
do not at all bear out 
the Consular 
assumptions. In fact we find here the con­ 
clusive statem ent that the cotton exports 
of G reat Britain for 1880 exceeded, by 
658,000,000 yards, the exports of any 
previous year. 
T hat settles the question 
of the alleged decline of English commerce. 
The plain tru th is that it is our own com­ 
merce 
which 
is 
declining 
all 
the 
time under the 
baleful and 
paralyz­ 
ing influence 
of Protection, and that 
England, 
made 
vigorous 
by 
Free 
Trade and the removal of all restrictions, 
is beating us farther back every year, and 
in every country under the sun is advanc- 
iag her own commercial conquests. 


There is in the cotton goods pamphlet 
another very significant Bhowing. The Pro­ 
tectionists have always asserted th at one of 
the main justifications of their system was 
its effect in maintaining the wages of the 
American mechanic. 
B ut a comparison of 
the wages paid in the cotton n.ills of Lan­ 
cashire and those of Massachusetts proves 
that American wage3 are very little if at 
all higher than English 
wages, while 
American hours are the longest. 
It must 
be said farther, for Mr. Blaine is honest 
enough to make the statement himself, that 
the wages iu Massachusetts are higher, and 
the hours shorter, than in American mills 
elsewhere, and if allowance is made for 
this it is impossible to avoid the conclusion 
that the American cotton operative is if 
anything less favorably situated than his 
English brother. 
Mr. Blaine claims, and 
probably with justice, th at the American 
machinery is more efficient than the Eng­ 
lish. 
Y et with this superior machinery ; 
with the raw material at our doors ; with 
protection to home industry ; with equal 
output for wages ; the American goods cost 
twice as much a3 the English. 
Mr. Biaine 
makes an effort to show that our goods are 
superior iu quality. 
This may be the case 
with regard to some kinds of cotton goods, 
but it is evident that our manufacturers 
and merchants are called upon to supply 
foreign demands upon fixed standards, and 
th at they are not called upon to alter these 
standards even for the sake of imagined im­ 
provements. 
It is their business, in short, 
to sell what their customers want, and it is 
not their business to dictate what those 
customers shall purchase. 
And now, w hat goad would a subsidized 
merchant marine do iu extending our m ar­ 
ket for cotton goods ? The Protectionists 
want Congress to pay ships bounties to 
send to Brazil and South America and 
China and Japan and all the rest of the 
places where American goods are not ap­ 
preciated, because they are too dear. 
Mr. 
Blaine tells us that American cotton goods 
are twice a3 costly as English cotton goods. 
Can that fact be overcome by subsidizing 
ships ? W hen the subsidized ships carry 
our protected cotton to Brazii, for instance, 
it will be brought in competition with the 
English article, just as good, and costing 
only half the money. 
W ill the Brazilians 
prefer our goods under those circumstances ? 
Mr. Blaine professes to think that England 
is so successful abroad because of her 
splendid merchant marine. 
No doubt it 
is a very good thing for a country to be 
able to do its own carrying trade, but 
England’s ships would be powerless to 
extend her foreign trade unles3 she was 
able to undersell all the rest of the world 
in foreign markets. 
This Free Trade has 
enabled her to do, and be it observed and 
remembered that after all the falsehoods of 
the Protectionists, she pays her mechanics 
as good wages as do our “ protected” 
manufacturers. 
Even 
if the 
wages of the American me; 
chanics 
were higher, however, the 
fact 
could not justify 
the 
imposition 
of 
protective duties. 
There are only 1S0,- 
000 American cotton operatives altogether. 
There are les3 than 5,000,000 American 
workingmen of all kinds dependent di­ 
rectly and indirectly npon “ protected” 
manufactures. 
To force 45,000,000 of 
people to pay part of their earnings in order 
to raise the wages of 5,000,000, is a 
wrong which never would be tolerated if the 
public at large understood the case. 
The 
Protectionists, 
however, have lied 
so 
boldly, and have employed the humbug­ 
ging 
pretense 
of 
being 
the 
special 
friends of American industry so adroitly, 
that they hoodwinked the majority, and it 
is only by slow degrees that the producers, 
who never had or can have any “ pro- 
“ tection ” are waking up to a realization 
of the outrage being perpetrated upon 
them. 
W e should like to distribute a 
hundred thousand copies or so of Mr. 
Blaine’s 
very convincing pamphlet 
on 
the cotton goods trade, for we think it em­ 
bodies as powerful and conclusive an ex­ 
posure of the fallacies of Protection a3 ever 
David A. Wells or John Stuart Mill or any 
other Free-Trader has written. 


MORRILL'S SOPHISMS, 


Morrill, of Vermont, has opened the 
fight against modification of the Tariff, 
in a speech embracing all the familiar 
threadbare sophisms of Protection. 
His 
assertion that American 
manufacturers 
have Been enabled through that system to 
compete with those of England is utterly 
untrne, as we have shown in another ar­ 
ticle, based on statistics collected by our 
own Government. 
The fact that there has 
been general prosperity in the United 
States, notwithstanding the burden of the 
Tariff, cannot be made use of to vindicate 
Protection. 
We have prospered in spite of 
that system, not because of it. The causes 
of our prosperity have been, constant immi­ 
gration, which is continually enlarging the 
home market and infusing frcshnapital into 
the country ; the rapid opening up of new 
regions cf virgin so il; and the fortunate 
circumstance of a succession of good crops. 
None of these agencies owes anything to 
our Tariff system, but on the contrary that 
system handicaps the American farmer 
heavily. 
He obtains no benefit of any 
kind from protective duties. 
He is forced 
by them to pay three and four times what 
he ought to pay for all his agricultural im­ 
plements, for every thing he wears, for 
whatever manufactured 
goods 
he con­ 
sumes. 
The staple he cultivates cannot 
be protected in turn. 
He is perforce 
a Free Trader, for he 
must compete 
with all the 
world 
in 
the 
raising 
of cereals. 
The tariff further mulcts him 
in the freight paid for the transportation of 
his grain to the seaboard, for it forces the 
railroad to pay double for its steel rails, 
and this fine is ultimately levied upon the 
producer. 
As to Morrill’s comparison of 
the American with the English farmer, it 
is simply preposterous. 
The decadence of 
English agriculture is not due to Free 
Trade, nor could Protection have averted 
it. 
It is the inevitable consequence of the 
rapid 
and 
enormous 
development 
of 
American wheat-growing and cattle-rais­ 
ing. 
It is the effect of throwing upon the 
world’s markets the produce of cheap 
land and self-raieed stock. 
It is in fact 
due to causes similar to those which often 
enablfe the storekeeper in a country town 
to undersell the city storekeeper, who has 
to pay so much more for rent and taxes 
that he cannot compete with his rural 
rivaL 
And it is not true, as Mr. Morrill 
asserts, that there is in England any seri­ 
ous question of abandoning Free Trade. 
In fact the only po33ible help to the Eng­ 
lish agriculturist, from 
a Protectionist 
standpoint, wouid lie in the revival of the 
Corn Laws, and that everyone knows to be 
as hopeless as the revival of the Inquisition. 
The real troth is that the soundness 
of the Free Trade doctrine has never been 
more trium phantly demonstrated than by 
the present condition of English foreign 
commerce. 
That country not only leads 
the world in trade, b at is so far ahead of 
all her competitors that the case is a repe­ 
tition of a famous race, which was epito­ 
mized, “ Eclipse first, and the rest no- 
“ where.” How far we have been dis­ 


tanced by her under Mr. Morrill’s system 
has been shown in our article of to-day on 
the cotton goods trade, and that is only a 
sample of the whole. 
Protection 
has 
robbed the American producer from the 
beginning, and w hat is more, it has utterly 
failed to do for our manufacturers w hat its 
advocates pretended it would do. 
It does 
not “ protect,” in short, but it paralyzes, 
it wastes, aud it plunders. 
It is a patent 
method of getting unnecessary things done 
at extravagant cost, and that ¡3 all it ever 
will amount to. 
Mr. Morrill and his 
school, however, have good reason to ap­ 
prehend that the American producers are 
becoming tired of thi3 mischievous and 
burdensome system, and therefore they 
will put forth all their energy in the at­ 
tem pt to stem the adverse current which 
is setting in more strongly against them 
every year. 


VES I ’5 ANTI-POLYGAMY BILLS. 


Senator Vest has introduced two bills in 
accordance with the recommendations of 
the President iu his message, to prevent 
polygamous marriages. 
The first bill pro­ 
vides that whenever any marriage, accord­ 
ing to the forms or belief or practice of 
any 
religious 
denomination, 
shall 
be 
solemnized in any Territory of the United 
States, 
a 
w ritten 
certificate 
of 
such 
marriage, containing the names and resi­ 
dences of the parties married, shall be 
filed in the office of the Clerk of the Su­ 
preme Court of the Territory. 
I t also 
provides that a certified record of such 
marriage shall be admissible as evidence 
upon the trial of any cause in any Court 
of the United States. 
The second bill 
provides that women may be witnesses in 
trials for bigamy, when they arc married 
to the defendant. 
The intention of these 
bills is doubtless good, but we do not 
think either of them likely to effect the 
purpose aimed at. 
Polygamous marriages 
are performed always iu the Endowment 
House at Salt Lake City, and in secret. 
Polygamous Mormons will not file certifi­ 
cates to the effect that they have broken the 
law, aud it will be impossible to ascertain 
in any other way whether plural marriages 
have been solemnized. 
Nor is the other bill 
likely to be any more effective. 
The Mor­ 
mon women as a rule are under too severe a 
restraint, or are too b'goted in their devo­ 
tion to their Church, to make any dis­ 
closures which may convict their husbands. 
Some convictions no doubt may be obtained 
in this way, where jealousy instigates re­ 
vengeful feelings in the woman, but no sifc’n 
law can reach the broad evil of polygamy. 
The strong probability is th at these laws, 
if enacted, won'.d become dead-letters in 
six months, and that their failure would 
only encourage the Mormons and make 
them the more determined. 
In fact, so 
far nothing in the way of legislation has 
been proposed which seems to meet the 
case at all effectually, nor, in our opinion, 
will it be possible to suppress polygamy 
unless Congress is prepared to adopt much 
more radical and severe measures than 
have been spoken of in the past. 
It wi'l 
be no use to allow the polygamists to de­ 
cide for themselves whether laws shall be 
obeyed. 
They ■«•ill walk into no such 
trap. 
If cohabitation was accepted as 
proof of marriage, as in some of the States, 
it might perhaps be possible to demonstrate 
bigamy, but even then conviction would 
be hopeless if Mormons were admitted to 
the jury, and under the pre1 ent Territorial 
laws they cannot be exclude I.

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A FREKCH EXPERIMENT. 


Gambetta has made a very curious ex­ 
periment in patting Paul Bert iu charge of 
official religion. 
I t is true that he may 
very well understand the temper of the 
nation a great deal better than any for­ 
eigner can, and therefore he may not have 
been speculating so wildly .03 appears to 
the outside observer. 
But in order to ap­ 
preciate the situation we must imagine a 
gentleman combining in himself the pro­ 
found unbelief of Charles Brad laugh and 
the eloquent power of exposition of Robert 
Ingersoll, being put in absolute control of 
all the ehurchea and religious organizations 
of this country. 
If we try to get at the 
actualities of the case by putting it in that 
way, however, we are in danger of con­ 
cluding that the French feeling is much 
stronger than it Í3 at all likely to be. 
In 
America there is still some positive relig- 


ío u b belief even among men, and therefore 
such a measure as we have described would 
provoke a very eharply defined feeling of 
indignation and resistance. 
But in France 
the spirit of skepticism is general among 
the educated elasse3 of both sexes, while 
among the masses adherence to religion is 
maintained almost entirely by the women, 
the men 
being, 
even when not pos­ 
itive 
skeptics, 
indifferent. 
Neverthe­ 
less 
the 
advent 
of 
Mr. 
Paul 
Bert 
as 
Minister 
of 
Public 
W orship 
is calculated to arouse whatever feeling of 
religious hostility remains anywhere, inas­ 
much as it is well known that he is not 
merely a skeptic, but believes that all who 
hold any religious faith whatever are 
either dupes or impostors. 
Of course it 
must be difficult for a Minister with this 
conviction to maintain friendly relations 
with the Church. 
In fact it would seem 
impossible for him to do so unless he plays 
the hypocrite himself. 
If, however, he 
can perform the functions of his new office, 
am] if he is allowed to carry out his well- 
known convictions, there can be no doubt 
that he will in a short time abolish all con­ 
nection between the Church and the State, 
and in the next place exclude religion 
peremptorily from every educational sys­ 
tem. 
TIiíb is Mr. Bert’s aim ; to eliminate 
religious teaching altogether. 
Should he 
succeed it can scarcely be questioned that 
another generation of Frenchmen will re­ 
fuse to support the Church in any way, 
and if the new generation of female chil­ 
dren ia carefully kept away from the priests, 
the latter will probably lose their last 
hold upon the nation. 
It remains to be 
seen whether Mr. Paul Bert can carry out 
his programme. 
If he can it will have to 
be admitted that M. Gambetta was better 
informed than he appeared to be when he 
announced his Cabinet. 


“ MACHINE ” CUSTOM-HOUSES. 


The Supervising Special Agent of the 
Treasury Department, Mr. Tingle, has 
made a report pointing out a number of 
vexatiou3 ¡ racticea in the customs ser­ 
vice which call for reform, and inci­ 
dentally mentioning 
th at 
“ there are 
“ twenty-two ports of entry at which not 
“ a dollar of duties has been collected for 
“ a whole year, and this is true of many 
“ previous years.” Of course these Custom­ 
houses have been kept up for the sole pur­ 
pose of making so many more places for 
“ machine ” politicians, and so many more 
supporters for the “ machine.” 
The N a­ 
tion thinks Mr. Tingle will be denonnced as 
a “ doctrinaire” by the “ stalw arts” be­ 
cause he recommends the consolidation of 
Custom-houses in such cases, or their abo­ 
lition. 
It says : “ He apparently does not 
“ know that the collection of the customs 
“ is a very secondary and snbordinateobject. 
“ A Custom-house in fact hardly loses any 
“ of its value because it 
collects 
no 


“ duties. 
It still fulfills its chief function 
“ by employing a body of faithful men to 
“ run primaries and attend nominating 
“ conventions. ” 
W e have no doubt that 
the “ stalw arts” really hold opinions not 
very different from these, thongh perhaps 
they would not adm it the fact. 
The main­ 
tenance of these uscle38 Custom-houses, 
however, must be regarded as a proof that 
the partisan consideration alone has been 
at work here, and therefore it is certain 
that Mr. Tingle’s recommendations will be 
received with sharp disfavor by the man­ 
agers of the “ machine.” 
Indeed we shall 
not be at all surprised if, in spite of the 
muttered pretenses of regard for civil ser­ 
vice reform which are just now so fashion­ 
able in official circles, this too candid 
Agent should lose his place. 


A BILL AGAINST PRESIDENT KILLING. 


A bill has been introduced to Congress 
providing that whoever makes a homicidal 
assault upon the President of the United 
States shall be liable to imprisonment for 
life. 
No doubt the life of the President 
is in many respects peculiarly valuable to 
the nation, but it is difficult to see how 
such a law can protect it more effectually. 
In the absence of any new legislation a 
homicidal assault upon the President is 
punishable with life imprisonment, or in 
case of the death of his victim, w ith bang­ 
ing. 
Murder and assault to murder, in 
short, are provided for very sufficiently by 
the criminal statutes already in force, but 
what interferes with the operation of all 
criminal law is the uncertainty of the jury 
system. If Mr. Latham ’s bill provides that 
the intending murderer is to be sentenced 
to life imprisonment without a trial, then 
it is an innovation ; but such a law would 
be in violation of the Constitution, and 
therefore invalid. 
The situation amounts 
to this, that it is impossible to extend 
more effectual protection to the President 
than to any other citizen, and that the only 
way to secure the President from murderous 
attacks is to secure everybody from such 
evils. 
If murder was usually punished 
with death throughout the country, it 
would become less frequent. 
So long as 
it remains highly problematical whether 
any given murderer will be hanged, the 
criminal intelligence must be expected to 
attach less importance to the commission 
of homicide than is agreeable to law-abid­ 
ing and peaceable people. 


THE MORMONS 
AND 
THE 
MESSAGE. 


In our comment upon the President’s 
message yesterday we t xpressed our belief 
that his recommendation in regard to legis­ 
lation against Mormon polygamy would 
not meet the requirements of tho case, 
for the reason th at it would be found im­ 
practicable to compel the Mormons to 
make statem ents inimical to themselves, 
and that it would bs equally impracticable 
to confront them with proofs of their 
perjury. 
We perceive that the Salt Lake 
Tribune takes very much the same view 
of the case, pointing out that no compul­ 
sory registration of marriages would suffice 
to overcome the fanatical subservience of 
the Mormons to their priesthood, or pre­ 
vent them from committing perjury. 
The 
Tribune thinks that the President “ evi- 
“ dently has no conception of the ways 
“ resorted to iu U tah to evade the laws,” 
but it is gratified to find th at he can be 
depended on to indorso radical remedies. 
The Tribune suggests the appointment of 
a special Commission to administer the 
government of Utah. W e presume that the 
idea of our contemporary ia practically iden­ 
tical with that which this journal not long 
sinco advanced, namely that it is useless 
to attem pt to extirpate polygamy by means 
of laws which depend for their enforce­ 
ment upon the coneent of the people 
against whom they are directed. 
Tho 
failure of that mode of procedure both in 
the Southern States and U tah ought by 
this time to have persuaded Congress that 
it will be necessary to adopt much more 
coercive measures before success can be 
attained.

ia the breaker of 
conventions who ad­ 
vances his generation. 
The man who first 
carried an umbrella, who first discarded 
a wig, who first abandoned the voluminous 
cravat of our grandfathers, was a revolu­ 
tionist and a world benefactor. 
No votary 
of Fashion makes improvements. 
All who 
follow their leaders thereby lose some elas­ 
ticity of intellectual muscle. Originality of 
thought and action are the rarest things in 
life, but they are needed for progress. 
Most of the world’s habits are devised to 
extinguish originality. The world’s canons 
of taste and conduct are essentially vi­ 
cious. 
They tend to stills naturalness and 
the spirit of rational inquiry. Against this 
spirit the ecclesiastical element has always 
opposed itself also. 
I t ha3 enlisted the 
powerful aid of Mrs. Grundy. 
The world 
owes all its emancipations, both small and 
great, to the few strong-brained men who 
have despised Mrs. Grundy, and have lived 
their own lives w ithout the comfort or the 
degradation of mimicry. 


A NATIONAL 
MARRIAGE LAW. 


A national marriags law is at least as 
much needed as a national bankruptcy 
law, and it is time it was enacted. 
Owing 
to the difference in the marriage la*ivs of 
the several States a very serious deteri­ 
oration of public morals has been engen­ 
dered. 
The scandals of our divorce pro­ 
ceedings in various States are not inferior 
in evil to that Mormon potygamy which 
we are so quick to see the wrong of. 
The absence of an uniform marriage law 
has encouraged a kind of cohabitation 
which is practical concubinage. 
It ha3 
also been the cause of unnumbered out­ 
rages upon helpless women. 
The State 
marriage laws, by tbeir diversity, and often 
by their reckles3 laxity, have tempted 
scoundrels to all manner of crimes. 
They 
have facilitated the most cruel and brutal 
desertions. 
They have made marriage 
lightly regarded. 
They have broken down 
the national respect for the family rela­ 
tions, in many places. 
They have led to 
extravagance, immorality, wrongdoing of 
every sort. 
W hile we are about the puri­ 
fication of Utah, therefore, it is in order 
for us to regulate our own domestic affairs 
better, aud experience has shown th at the 
only way to do this is by a national mar­ 
riage law which will give the whole coun­ 
try one uniform rule. 
The women onght 
certainly to join in the agitation for this 
legislation, for their interests are affected 
most by the maintenance of the present 


TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Garland has introduced a bill providing 
for a Tariff Commission. 
There are to be 
nine Commissioners, viz: Three Senators, 
three Representatives, and three members 
from civil life. 
They are to inquire into 
the relative effects of a tariff upon the in­ 
dustries of the country, upon the producer, 
and upon the consumer. 
They are to in­ 
quire into the relative merits of the specific 
and ad valorem system s; to ascertain 
what, if any, improper discriminations 
exist, w hat changes are necessary, aud 
whether the law can be simplified. 
If 
such a Commission is appointed, if it is 
composed of really intelligent and well 
informed men, and if it is allowed to per 
form its duties unfettered, the results will 
be useful, even if they do not lead to leg­ 
islation. 
B ut we fear th at in making two- 
thirds of the Commission politicians and 
place-holders, Mr. Garland 
has fatally 
handicapped his bill at the start, and that 
nothing of value can be expected from it. 
Snch a Commission, in fact, could very 
easily be “ packed ” in the interest of the 
Protectionists, and in that case it would be 
considerably worse than useless. 
W e do 
not see why members of Congress should 
be on the Commission at all. 
As a rule 
they are ignorant of political economy, and 
are controlled by the narrowest partisan 
ideas. 
A really good Commission conld be 
picked out in five minutes from “ civil 
life,” and it would be one in the conclu­ 
sions of which the country could repo3e 
confidence. 


A SHAMEFUL SPECTACLE. 


The Guiteau trial 
appears to become 
more destitute of dignity and decorum 
everyday. 
The presiding Judge exercises 
scarcely any restraint over the prisoner, 
whose behavior is outrageous and intoler­ 
able. 
He is perm itted to insult the Court, 
to give the lie direct to all the witnesses, 
to blackguard the counsel all round, to in­ 
terrupt everybody, to say what he pleases, 
to make stump speeches, to air his detest­ 
able vanity on all occasions. 
And it is 
evident that indulgence emboldens him in 
the performance of the part ho has as­ 
sumed. 
He takes upon himself the chief 
authority, and iSsues his orders with an 
assurance that does not stem so wonderful 
when the meek acquiesceuce of the Conrt 
in all his vagaries is taken into consider­ 
ation. 
Judge Cox may think that it is 
necessary to allow this persistent indecency 
on the part of the prisoner, but the spec 
tacle is becoming more and more disgusting 
and humiliating to the public, who desire 
that the trial which has been perm itted 
to sink into so hideous a burlesque may 
soon terminate, and relieve the country 
from what everyone regards as a scandal 
and a disgrace. 


FLIPPER'S STATEMENT, 


W e fear th at Lieutenant Flipper's state­ 
ment will fail to convince the country of 
his innocence, whatever effect it has upon 
the court-martial. 
He says that he sud­ 
denly discovered a deficiency of some 
$1,500 in tho regimental funds which had 
been intrusted to him, but he has no theory 
to account for thia hiatus, aud he does not 
seek to acense anyone else of the theft. 
In fact he merely asserts his own innocence, 
while telling a story which has the double 
demerit of incoherence and improbability. 
According to him no one who could be sus­ 
pected of the theft had access to the funds. 
Y et they disappeared, and yet he does not 
know who took them. 
This may be all 
that ho knows of the m atter, for it some­ 
times happens th at the story of an innocent 
man under suspicion is apparently very 
crude. 
B at unfortunately for Flipper this 
is an incredulous world where questions of 
dishonesty are concerned, though it is 
credulous enough in other respects, and it 
will be more apt to believe that he knew 
what became of the missing money than to 
accept the theory that thero is any mystery 
about its disappearance. 
W e very much 
fear that Flipper’s cake is dough, in fact, 
and th at he will have to go to join W hit­ 
taker.

THE VIENNA FIRE. 


DEBRIS. 


NINETEENTH DAY 
OF 
THE SLICKENS 
CASE IN 
COURT. 


In tere stin g Evidence of M edical E xperts 
as to th e Effects of Debris on the 
H ealth of Sacram ento City. 


The terrible destruction of human life 
caused by the burning of the Vienna Ring 
Theater appears to have been primarily 
due to the negligence of some one who was 
charged with the supervision of the very' 
elaborate preventives which in this case 
never came into operation. 
In building 
the theater aa iron screen was so arranged 
between the stage and the auditorium 
that by letting it down the two parts of 
the theater could be completely separated. 
As the fire originated on the stage it ia 
evident that the iron screen ought to have 
been lowered at once. 
B ut those who 
were in charge of the machinery lost their 
presence of mind and ran away, and the 
result was that some three hundred people 
were suffocated, trampled to death, or 
burned. 
The disaster shows odcb more 
how useless tho best devised precautions 
may be if the human intelligence requisite 
for their application is lacking at the criti­ 
cal moment.

Cross-examination (by A. P. Catlic)—I 
mined on Condemn, Big Gulch and Negro 
Bars. Those quartz pebble3 did not show 
themselves on those bars prior to 1862.

Tho water in the tula last winter wag 
eighteen inches higher than it was in 1862, 
extended from one to three miles further 
west, and covered a great deal cf land that 
liad not been previously flooded. 
I attribute 
the high water in that basin to the amount 
of sediment and sand deposited iu aud along 
the Sacramento river and on its west side. 
T hu deposit in some places is two miles wide. 
A flood one foot moce4 iu hight than that of 
last winter would cover many thousand acres 
west of me that has never been flooded. 
Cross-examination (by A. P. Catlin)—The 
railroad embankment causes the water to 
rise on the north side about twenty-six 
inches higher than the water on the south 
side. The land is equal ia value on both 
sides of the railroad between Sicra men to and 
Davisville. [Here v.icnees was examined at 
length regarding the Yolo tule basin, cer- 
roborating the evidence heretofore given.] 


DR. G. I.. SIMMONS 
Sworn (to Mr. Ilart)—I am a graduate cf 
Harvard, and have been a practicing physi­ 
cian and surgeou in the city cf Sacramento 
for twentv-five years. I came to California 
in 1859. 
I have been a member of the City 
Board of Health from a very early date. 
Have also served on sewage and drainage 
committees. The sipage has gradually raised, 
and is the result of the raising of the river 
bed?. 
It has induced disease by bringing to 
the surface elements tbat lie in the sufc-soil. 
The sewage is slower in current than pre­ 
viously, and the solid matters and unhealthy 
materials contained therein become deposited 
along the margins of the sewers or canals and 
FRODCCE DISEASE. 
The fevers wore formerly intermittent, mild 
and ea-Jly cursd. This type has given away 
to fever) ot a typhn-malarial character that 
are more fatal. 
This change has been pro­ 
duced to a great extent by the sipage and 
imperfect sewerage. I understand eipage to be 
water in tho ground, and the result of the 
hight of water in the river. 
The 
de­ 
posits of debris have 
blocked 
up 
the 
outfall 
of 
our 
Bewage 
canal. 
Th9 
fevers have changed and become more vir­ 
ulent. 
These 
changes 
of disease 
com­ 
menced about ten or twelve years ago, have 
not been confined to the city, but extend up 
aLfl down the liver as far as my practice has 
extended. 
Typhc-malarial fevers have been 
gradually increasing for ten or twelve years. 
Cross-examined (by W. O. Belcher)—I was 
engaged as a druggist in Sacramento when I 
first came here. I commenced to read medi­ 
cine in Sacramento and afterwards entered 
Harvard University, from whence I gradu­ 
ated in 1856. Soon afterwards I engaged in 
practice here. The Board of Health of Sacra­ 
mento was organized some eighteen years ago. 
I do not know that these changes of fever 
have taken place in other portions of this 
State. I am a native of Massachusetts. 
[Here the 
witness was examined at a 
great length as to the prevailing fevers in the 
United States and the cau-es that produce 
them.] This city is filled with cesspools and 
vaults, and the rising of eipage brings their 
poisonous matter up into the surface soil. 
The floods that swept over our city would 
affect these cesspools aud vaults similarly. 
They were filled with water several lime?, 
and the effects produced then were similar to 
that caused by sipage. 
Tho vault system 
came into use about 1855. The depth of the 
vaults depended on tho hight of the sipage. 
I think the sipsge was always somewhat be­ 
low the surface of tho water iu the river. 
The water in tfce3e vaults rises aud falls with 
the different stages of the river. 
The sipage 
from the river would not affect that portion 
of the city near the ridge, or in tho neighbor­ 
hood of Sutter’s Fort. 
I include in the term 
sipage all tho water from whatever source 
within the city. 
There are vaults in Sacra­ 
mento city til it have not been cleaned out 
for twenty years. Tha soil took up and ab­ 
sorbed all the material. 


CESSPOOLS 
For kitchen drainage are dug to a depth of 
about eight feet. 
Most of these cesspools 
are made with open brick work, which ad­ 
mits of the contents being largely absorbed 
by the subsoil. If other conditions had not 
baen present to bring those foul elements so 
near the surface, these cesspools would have 
produced no malarial effects. 
The sewage of 
the largo hotels and other buildings are di­ 
rectly connected with the sewers. The sewers 
of this city empty into tho drainage canal. 
I t is a natural channel, and has been im­ 
proved at different times. 
That canal con­ 
nects with a 
SYSTEM CD LAKES 
South of the city. The drainage is not so 
good as formerly. 
Tim surface of the lakes 
into which the canal drains has been raised. 
I do not know how much. 
The syskm 
of likes formerly had a natural outlet 
into the river. The raLdcg of the river 
bed has partially 
destroyed 
that 
out­ 
let. 
Do not know the death rate in 1850. 
That was the time of the cholera epidemic, 
and the death rate was very lurge. 
The 
cholera was brought hers by early immi­ 
grants. They had come around tho Horn and 
across 
the 
plains, 
and 
being 
weak 
and 
debilitated, 
were 
easily 
affected 
by_ changes of 
food 
and 
water. 
In 
1850 thero were some ploughs within the 
city limits. 
I remember that north of the 
American river in 1850 there was no water. 
I was not acquainted iu Placerville at tjm 
time cholera was an epidemic. 
It has 
observed in relation to cholera tbat all towns 
situated at the corfluc-nse of rivers have a 
more aggravated form than towns more ele­ 
vated. The death rate has latterly been de­ 
creasing. The rate for the past few years has 
been less than it was between 1855 and 1860. 
Thb death rate for the last fivo years has 
beau less than at any previou3 time in the 
history of the city. Tho decrease of the 
death rate is owiDg to the condition of the 
change in society. 
I t win a center for the 
sick to congregate from 1850 to 1S65. The 
city has changed very much, and to-day it is a 
CITY OF HOMES. 
The number of patients who came from 
abroad to be treated, and died here, very 
materially increased our death rate. 
The 
buildings in Sacramento were not nearly as 
good prior to I860 as since. The character 
of the buildings erected during the past ten 
years have been substantial structures. Prior 
to 1860 they were mostly cloth-lined and 
papered, and not so comfortable. 
I am a 
member of the medical societies of California, 
Massachusetts, the city of .Sacramento, and 
also of the American Medical Association. 
It is very rare for us to have a death from 
malaria. 
I doubt if the mortality report will 
show many cases of death from malaria. My 
judgment is that malaria has decreased dur­ 
ing the last ten years, and is very much less 
than it was between 1850 and 1862. 
The 
character of the fevers has changed, and 
theieare moredeaths from typhoid causes now 
than formerly._ The general health is not so 
good as it was in early days. 


Afternoon Session. 
Dr. G. L. Simmons resumed the Btand. 
Cross-examination (by W. C. Belcher)—In 
early days the population wa3 composed 
principally of young and vigorous men. 
At 
the present time perhaps one-fifth of the 
population is compoeed of children under 18 
years of age. About one-half of the balan ae 
of the 
population 
are women. 
About 
33 p9r 
cent, of children in the world 
die before they arrive at the age of 5 
years. 
A very considerable element of 
the diseases now treated are those of women 
and children. The question of sex or age I 
did not consider in the estimates of my previ­ 
ous testimony. 
There were but few women 
and children here in early days. 
About one- 


tenth of onr population consists of persons 
over 50 years of age. The rate of mortality 
of thoss over 50 would be double that of 
those between the ages of 20 and 50. 
In the 
world at aut 38 per cent, of all children born 
die Lef ire they attain the ago of 18. 
When I first came to Sac: amento the popu­ 
lation was cf men mostly, less than fifty 
years of age. 
I am not acquainted with the 
healthfulness of other localities. 
In New 
England, since I wss a lad, the death rate 
from consumption has decreased. 
I do not 
think that the fevers have changed in San 
Francisco. 
Redirect examination (to Mr. H art)—We 
have adopted a system of sewerage through a 
great many blocks with excellent sewer pipe ; 
we have filled in hundreds of low lots and 
cellars, and improved the drainage canal. We 
have an efficient health officer to see that 


THE LAW3 OF HEALTH 
Are observed, and Lave used various disin­ 
fectant?. We have used the odorless excava­ 
tor wherever we thought it necessary, and 
taken various precautionary measures to pro­ 
tect the health of thecitv. We commenced this 
systematic working by the health commission 
soma ten years ago. V* e have also had a 
system of vaccination enforced, which has 
kept us free from tte ravages of small-pox 
for a great many years. Iu the last State Re­ 
port it is stated tbat ab ut four per cent, 
of ail deaths are caused by typhoid. 
Sacra­ 
mento formerly was a kiad cf a hospital for 
■the whole interior. There wsre three private 
hospitals in the city. The sipsge water, in my 
opiuioD, has increased in this city at least five 
feet. The sipage water affects our vaults dur­ 
ing the winter and rainy season. 
llecross (to Mr. Belcher)—I do not wish to 
be understood that I include in sipage water 
all the water that falls within the city. I do 
not know about the system of sewerage used 
ia other towns of this State. 
The first or­ 
ganized attempt to u o sewer-pipe was six or 
seven years ago. 
There wss no attempt 
made for a law regulating vaccination until 
the time I spoke of, when the Board of Edu­ 
cation of this city passed a resolution making 
that a basis of admission to the public schools. 


DR. F. W. HATCH 
Sworn—I have been a practicing physician 
since 1843. I am a graduate of the New 
York University. 
I have been practicing in 
this city since 1853 
I have been a msrnber 
of tha State Board of Health and also of the 
Board cf Health of Sacramento city. 
I saw 
t’a9 Sacramento liver first in 1851. The 
Americau and Sacramento river3 have both 
filled up iu their channels to a great extent. 
I have beou a member of the City Board of 
Health, with the exception of one year, con­ 
tinuously since its orcanizati u. The ground 
or sipage water is much higher now than 
formerly. The sewage of the city also has 
been interfered with very materially. Both 
of these effects are caused by the raising of 
the bed in the river. The mouth of the 
SEWAGE CANAL 
Being considerably elevated, the flow in the 
sewage canal his been greatly retarded. 
When I firot came here, iu digging cesspools 
we did not reach water short of ten or twelve 
feet. Now wo find water very much nearer 
the surface. The matter in the sewers does 
uot flow so rapidly as formerly, aud decom­ 
poses to a great extent in the sewers and 
canal. This has caused a very deieterioua 
effect. In some years we have noticed more 
typhoid fever aud other low form of fevers. 
These changes are frequent when the sewage 
is interfered with, as was the case in the win­ 
ter of 1878. This chsDge in the nature of 
fevers has been gradual. 
I think that the 
elevation of the sipage, or ground water, has 
rendered the ground wetter and the atmos­ 
phere more damp. We see less true remit­ 
tent or intermittent fever than formerly. 
The tvphcid types of tha disease have in­ 
creased. The stopping of the sewers causes 
an overflow and leaves a great deal c.f foul 
matter on the suiface. 
The dampness of the 
ground by sipage causes malaria. 
Cross-examination (by W. C. Belcher)— 
I am a native of Virginia. 
I practiced in 
1843 at Rock River, iu Wisconsin. 
Tne 
American river ¡3 filled up to the top of its 
banks at the old mouth. 
The causes of its 
filling up, to a certain extent, ia owing to the 
formation of the new mouth. 
I think the 
ground water, or sipage, ia regulated by the 
hight of the river. We have sewers on 
the alternate streets from Fiont to Thirteenth 
street and cros3 sewers in the alloy. The 
grade of tho sewers now is less than ten 
inches to the block. The grade of the old 
sloughs I never knew. The filling in of the 
streets, to a certain extsnt, destroyed in cer­ 
tain places, tile percolation of the water. 
The 
grade of :he sewers remoii a tbeeame to-day as 
originally established. The canal below the 
city has been cleaned out several times. The 
canal runs four miles before it reaches the 
first lake. 
This canal overflowed a great 
many times between 1860 and 1870. The 
entire fall of the canal below the city and 
throughout the length 
of 
the 
lake is 
perhaps five feet. 
The fail of the canal 
is so slight that even in former times it 
would have to be cleaned out. The intermit­ 
tent and remittent fevers are generally prev­ 
alent in newly-located places and in nev ag­ 
ricultural locations. 
Afterwards thc-y give 
place to low or typhoid fevers. Sutter lake, 
in early days, had a natural outlet. 
Tbat 
outlet has been closed, and it ha3 some effect 
on the city’s sipsge. 
The death rate has va­ 
ried in different year?. 
I have here a mortal­ 
ity report of Sacramento from 18t'.S to 1881:

When I first came to the State the propor­ 
tion of children was very small compared 
with the rest of the population. About 33 
per cent, of children die before they arrive at 
the age of 5 years. 
Thirty-seven per cent, of 
the population die before they reach 18 years. 
When I first came here a very small propor­ 
tion of the population was composed of 
men over 50 years of age. The proportion of 
deaths from diphtheria has been larger in this 
city than in San Francisco. 
Re-direct examination (to Mr. Hart) —Diph­ 
theria is developed to some extent by the 
dampness of the soil and foulness of the at­ 
mosphere, caused by eipage and imperfect 
drainage. 
I think, as a general thing, the 
fevers of a newly-settled country are of a 
malarial character. 


FAULTY SEWAGE 
Is one of the principal causes of typhoid 
fever. For the year 1880 there weretwenty- 
two deaths in Sacramento from typhoid fever, 
one case in Los Angeles and two cases in 
Stockton. 
The population of I,os Angeles 
is 11,186 ; that of Stockton 10,288 ; that of 
Sacramento 21,500. 
Tha climate at these 
points is about tho aim '. 
I think tbat this 
difference ia mortality is owing to the imper­ 
fect sewerage aud the amouut of sipage in Sac­ 
ramento eaused by the filling up cf the river’s 
bed and channel. Tne Board of Health has 
used every endeavor to promote the health­ 
fulness o f this city. 
Recrr.ss-examination (by W. C. Belcher)— 
Typhoid diseases prevail more some years 
than others in the same locality. During 
the year 1880 there were esses of typhoid 
fever in Placerville, Downieville, Grass Val­ 
ley, Nevada and other mountain towns. 
There were four deaths from tbat disease in 
Placerville during the year 1SS0. The same 
year tbtro were 100 deaths from the same 
cause iu ban francisco. 
Typhoid fever is not 
contagious, 
DR. G. G. TYRRELL 
Sworn—I have been a practicing physician 
and surgeon for the past 25 years. 
I have 
been President of the btate Medical Society. 
The debris, as brought down the rivers, con­ 
tain elements of malaria. 
The filling iu of 
lots aud streets with this sediment causes 
malarial diseases. 
The filling up cf the 
river has obstructed the drainage of the city. 
This has had the effect to produce typhoid 
fevers within the city and malarious diseases 
outside. The drainage from the city is so 
slow that filth and poi.- mons matter becomes 
accumulated, and the warm weather and 
moisture form gases that are poisonous and 
disease breeding. This imperfect drainage is 
owing to the rivers filling up to such an ex­ 
tent as not to affird sufficient fall for our 
drainage cecal. 
This condition of affairs in­ 
creases each year. 
By comparing the mor­ 
tality reports of this Stats, 1 find that more 
deaths occur from disca'f s tracsable to these 
effects in Sacramento than in any other cicy 
of California. Malaria impairs the constitu­ 
tion ami renders a person more liable to dis­ 
ease. It generally impairs the liver and 
spleen.

A Paris correspondent of an Eastern 
journal says : There was a time when, if 
a gentleman married an actress, he was 
considered by his friends fit to be an inmate 
of an asylum for the feeble-minded. So­ 
ciety, which tolerated morganatic unions 
betw een its members and the stage, held 
up its hands in indignant horror when Marie 
Taclioni espoused Count Gilbert des A oi- 
sins, Carlotta Gri:-i took the title of Count- 
e33 Gerald de Melay, and the lovely Ade­ 
lina accompanied to the hymeneal altar 
the Marquis de Caux. Things have changed 
since then ; within the last twelvemonth 
the anxiety to become the “ husband of an 
actress” has attained the proportions of an 
epidemic. The late conjugal mishaps of 
the Vicomte de P. did not prevent the 
Count de Bionue from giving his hand 
and heart to Hortense Schneider, alias the 
Grand Duchess of Gerolstein ; nor will 
this prevent Alice Pegnault, the cobbler’s 
widow, from wearing the coronet of a real 
Daks. Alice Howard, the mo3t beautiful 
of Parisian Ladies of the Lake, has 
only to say the word to her particu­ 
lar Barkis, 
a Mexican 
millionaire; 
and even Mile. B., otherwise known as 
“ Patapon,” a brilliant ornament of the 
world of gilded girdles, has announced 
that she, too, proposes to forswear the 
flesh and the devil forevermore, aud crown 
her raven hair with a wreath of orange- 
blossoms. Mile. B ’s career has been ad­ 
venturous, but what does that matter ? 
We are in an age where old fogy preju­ 
dices are scouted, and she need only throw 
her handkerchief out of the window of her 
luxurious entresol to have a hundred noble 
scramblers for the “ honor ” of exchanging 
their name and parchments for her dowry. 
Helene, you see, has just inherited 500,000 
francs from an aunt who was in the same 
trade; and this sura added to her own 
economies—she was a coryphee at the 
Opera, with a salary of 2,400 franc3 per 
annum—makes up very nearly 2,000,000, 
which,with a sumptuous hotel built for her 
by a well-known financier near the Park 
Moncau, are a fair equivalent for the tar­ 
nished escutcheon of a decendant of the 
Crusaders. 1 do not venture to blame 
those bold men who undeitake this peril­ 
ous adventure; their merit has nothing in 
common with Christopher Columbus ; they 
do not set out on a voyage of discovery', and 
ought to know what dangers they may 
expect to meet. I only note the fact and 
abstain from criticism. There was already 
a fairly long list, of which behold a few 
of the most distinguished personalities, 
iu addition to the quartet above men­ 
tioned : La Sontag, afterward Countess di 
Rosaa, Auber’s type of the heroine in 
“ L’Ambhssadrice 
la Piistori, now Con- 
tessa Capranica; Celeste Mogador, once a 
cancan dancer at Mabille of mnch cele­ 
brity, and widow of the Count de Chabril- 
lan; Countess Stankowics, whom thirty 
years ago New Yorkers applauded as Anna 
de Lagrange ; Sophie Cruvelli, at present 
the Yicomtesse Vigier ; Alixe Bressant, a 
daughter of the great actor of the Comedie 
Francaise, who married Prince Kotchon- 
bey ; Alboni, who now bears the name 
of lime. Zeiger, after wearing the 
coronet of the most noble and illus­ 
trious 
Count Pepoli ; 
Marie 
Heil- 
bronn is Yicomtesse de la Panonze; 
Virginia Loisset, the circus-rider, is the 
Baroness de Iteuss, whose brother-in-law, 
allied to the sovereign houses of Austria 
and Germany, was long Embassador of the 
Empire at Constantinople ; the ballerina 
Busca is Countess de Torot; la Walter, 
Countt ss Sollivan ; Pauline Lucca, Baro­ 
ness Walhofen ; pretty; little Mile. Goby, 
of the Vaudeville, became Countess de 
Louvieres laet month ; and not a fortnight 
has passed since Mile. Minnie Hauk, the 
ex-star of the Italiens, was united in the 
holy bonds of matrimony with M. Hesse 
de Wartegg. 
It is an exception when any of these 
social anomalies turn out happily ; but in 
the olden time they were the results of 
blind passion, not of calculation, at least 
on thepart of the man. When King Co- 
phetua wedded with the beggar-maiden 
her beauty was the attraction; when 
Mile. Theresa Elssler took for better or 
worse Prince Adelbert, the King of Prus- 
s;a’s cousin-german, it was generally sup­ 
posed that it was all for love on his side, 
although the bride might have not been 
entirely insensible to the name and title of 
Countess de Barmin, which the King con­ 
ferred upon her. 
No one imagined 
twenty years, nor even ten years a Jo, 
that, wi'.h the progress of the thea­ 
ter, and the never-ceasing increase of 
salaries, the day would come for 
gentlemen of birth and social position, but 
impecunious, to crave for alliances with 
artists simply for the sake of their strong 
box. People laughed at Theophiie Gau­ 
tier's prediction in 1S34, and yet the author 
of the “ Captains-Fracasse” was not far 
from the truth in writing that, “ The thea­ 
ter will before long exist only as a sort of 
boarding-school to which mothers will scud 
their girls to make good marriages.” 
Theophiie did not approve of the plan, 
esteeming that, “ The only fit husband for 
an actres9 is the public, on whom the name 
of a legal husband produces the < fleet of 
a caterpillar on a rose. The public will 
tolerate a lover who is something more 
vague, less brutal, something which leaves 
a hope to others : but a husband—fangh ! 
a husband is in the way.” I agree with 
Theophiie ; but, from what I have seen, I 
think that the party most be pitied is not 
the public, but the husband. “ La gloire 
d’une epouse est un pesaut fardeau,” sings 
the poet ; but, if the “ wife’s glory ” be a 
heavy burden to boar in ordinary cases, the 
burden of an artist-” wife’s glory ” is of a 
weight which few husbands have strength 
to support. He has no right to be jealous ; 
the impertinences of hii3 wife’s suitors must 
pass unnoticed ; pearls and diamonds, bou­ 
quets ard billet-doux, must be permitted 
with at least the appearane of resignation 
and indifference. He must grin and bear it 
all, for has not all been stipulated in the 
marriage-contract? It is a horrible situation 
for one of fine feelings and sensitiveness ; 
but, luckily, fine feelings and sensitive­ 
ness are rare among the class of actresses’ 
husbands ; the type of the martyr husband 
is growing to be as rare as the dodo bird. 
Generally, marriages in the artist world 
are like those in the great world, mar­ 
riages rathercf “ reason” than love-matches. 
I beg leave to explain : Everybody 
knows that there exists a category of ac­ 
tresses, with more beauty than talent, who 
have managed to save up 200.000 or 300,000 
francs income. This class may be termed 
the financiers of dramatic art ; they have 
made fortunes as promoters and founders 
of joint stock love companies, and finally 
find themselves in possession of a capital 
which is quite respectable, although its 
origin has no right to be respected. For 
them there is no difficulty in getting a 
husband. They have amassed their dow­ 
ry, and the gentlemen who agree to sell 
their names cherish no illusions; their union 
¡9 not a community ; it is au application of 
the principles of collectivism; the respon­ 
sible editor fulfills a mission which M. 
Emile Yillemot has christened "the Alfon- 
sopostoiat.” Strange to say, social con­ 
ventions admit this like other insanities 
which have come into fashion. If a young 
man, in imitation of the Duke de Ilicse- 
lieu, accepts money favors from his mis­ 
tress, he is forthwith ostracized and cut by 
his nearest and dearest; yet should that 
same young man, being completely ruined, 
marry an heiress, be she ever so old, 
so ugly, or so vicious, he may be sure that 
the charity of society will be limitless 
for the repentón4 sinner—that no one will 
remember, or at least care to call to mind, 
that her boudoir was once open to any and 
every one who could offer a diamond brace-

Our own observation fully accords with 
the opinion expressed by a physician, that 
in all ordinary cases there is little physical 
pain in dying. A previous correspondent 
has said that, “ es a physical fact, in 99 
cases out of 100 the act of death is suffer­ 
ing and agony which only those familiar 
with it can understand.” To which a 
physioiaa replies : “ I beg leave, as a physi­ 
cian, to object very decidedly to this state­ 
ment. Since I began my novitiate on the 
battle-fields of the South, I had been a 
frequent observer of the passing out of my 
fellow.beings, in army and navy, in large 
hospitals—civil and military, and in pri­ 
vate life, and hence cmnot help feeling 
that what 
I have seen must be a 
fair sample of the methods of dying 
peculiar to our race. 
The 
result 
of 
these sad observations, covering 
18 years, is that the vast majority of per­ 
sons donot find death ‘sufferingand agony.’ 
Many suffer more from the various ill­ 
nesses from which they recover than most 
do in the act of death. A very large propor­ 
tion become unconscious, and hence pass 
.way without distress to themselves; 
while as regards those who retain a good 
measure of intelligence before life is ex­ 
tinct, I have been considerably surprised, 
considering my early religious teaching, to 
discern in them an almost genera! indiffer­ 
ence to their fate. I have always sup­ 
posed that, in spite of apparent mental 
lucidity, disease clonds the intellect so that 
apathy becomes the ordinary state of the 
dying. Of the few deaths I have wit­ 
nessed, that mere onlookers might call 
horrible, there was good reason to believe 
the patient unconscious.”—[New York 
Observer. 
As regards the physical character of the 
earth, two theories have been held : cn<*, 
that of a fluid interior covered by a thin 
crust; the other, of a practically solid 
sphere. The' former is now very generally 
admitted, both by astronomers and geol­ 
ogists, to be untenable. The prevailing 
feeling of geologists on this subject has

T he B lue Color of M ilk.—Herr Han­ 
sen, an authority in such matters, explains 
in a recent foreign scientific journal, the 
canse of the blue color in milk. He has 
discovered in m-.lk which has become blue 
a peculiar microscopical organism, known 
as bacteria, which multiplies with very 
great rapidity, and in so doing produces a 
blue matter similar to aniline. Milk which 
is kept in such a manner as to prevent the 
access of these organism does not become 
blue. In view of these facts it is evident that 
blue milk Í3 unfit for food ; and, although 
it may be eaten with apparent impunity 
by adults with vigoroua digestive powers, 
it should never be given to children, whose 
weaker stomachs would be unable to re­ 
sist the tendency to decomposition which 
such milk possesses.

fl[.4 K A M I> C S IX E S AND REGULATIONS. 


Rule 1. 
All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s grow th; all 
older wocd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destroyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The raasrn of this rule is th at the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is. according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. AM cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, im ported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall bs disinfected 
at the place of first consignment w ithin this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho carbonate of potash in cold 
w ater; proportion?, 10 pounds of sulplio carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of w ater to one gallon of tbe phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts w ater and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one h o u r; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid ervetalsin water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of w ater; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines tw enty miuutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. 
[N. B.—To make “ liv tr of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon w ater; m ix ; boil over quick fire to cne-half of 
volume ; agitate before u sin g ; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and th e same 
be approved.

For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed looal reside nt inspectors, as provided for

All persons planting new’ vineyards within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them , thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them , as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, w’bich are becoming dangerous in all 
parts oi the country. 


CERTIFICA TES. 


For the further convenience of vine-growcr?, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Insj>ector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, eetting fo-th 
th at the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cent» fur such certificates made out 
iu duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant th at m ay be satisfactorily 
shown to the said insj»ect r to have been disinfected.

Rule 3. All packages aud the packing materials 
coming into the State w ith imported cuttings and 
vints (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im- 
m ersin • in or washing with any of the solutions 
namedi n Rule 2, provided th at the etrcngth cf the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall bo increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not disinfected, 
such packagc-s and packing m aterials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire.

San F ra n c isc o , December 9tb. — The 
mortuary report for the week ending Decem­ 
ber 9th shows the total deaths to be 92—males 
54. females 38. 
Harris Lewis, who was arrested a few days 
ago upon c writ issued out of the United 
States District Court in the Schoenteld insol­ 
vency proceedings, has been released on fur­ 
nishing a bond io the anm of 5130,000. 
W. T. Howe, the private detective who was 
artested yesterday for complicity in the man­ 
ipulation of the stolen United States bonds, 
ha® been released on furnishing S3,000 bonds. 
The old and new Republican Committees 
were called to m°et this evening in the parlors 
of the Palace H t !, for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing the proposed plan of reorganization 
of the Republican party in the city, but fail­ 
ing of a quorum the members present ad­ 
journed to meet at the call of the President. 
A special meeting of the Board of Trade 
was held thia afternoon, at which the Com­ 
mittee on Signal Service presented its report.

A special meeting was held to-day by the 
Chamber of Commerce, in which a resolution 
was passed calling upon Congress for appro­ 
priations for an i=crea-e of the signal service 
on the Pacific coast.

Toni Tuwtou C au g ht Again. 
EUREKA, December 9tb.—The Sentinel of 
this morning publishes the following ; Last 
night, about 12 o’clock, a man who has been 
hr.ugiag abcut Tommy Douglass’ saloon for 
the last two or three days, was arrested on 
suspicion of being the notorious Tom Law­ 
ton. one of the accomplices in the murder of 
Tub is, near Sacramento, in the summer of 
1S7-8. Since that time Lawton, who U the 
only one of the three accomplices who es­ 
caped hanging, ha* been at large, AndersoD 
ami Troy Dye, the two others, being exe- 
cut d, and has successfully evaded the detect­ 
ives everywhere, aitbongh large rewards have 
b-. h cffered for bis arrest. Many men have 
been arrested and examined for tha mur­ 
derer in all parts of the Pacific coast—it 
being reported once that he was fkulking 
alonr the Humboldt river—but have been re­ 
leased one after another without i-dentifica- 
t; i1* to that the search seemed at last 
given up :s hopeless. The man arrested 
here giv.s his name as Charles Klein, 
and ssys he in a GermaD, which he 
evidently L not. His appearance correspond» 
generally with the description given of Law- 
ten He is rather under ths ordinary hight, 
h„s lurhtcompltiiou, small, sharp gray eyes 
slightly crossed, and white eyelashes and eye­ 
brows. He seems about 35 years old. Hs 
has a hyena lock, by which he might be taken 
f ;r a murderer uncer any circum3tar c s, but 
in additiou to his general likeness to Lawton, 
as the latter is described, he has a mole on his 
left arm, half way between the dhow end the 
wrist, which is a maik that J-awton bore. 
Be-iider, there is a man in Eureka, whose 
nauic is withheld for the present for reasons 
cf pru.lonce, who says he is ready to swear 
that this is the veritable Tom Lawton, as he 
kuevr hiru in Sacramento. This man pointed 
out the culprit to the Sheriff and gave the 
information that led to his arrest. Sheriff 
Kvie will telegraph this morning to the Chief 
cf Police at Sacramento for further informa­ 
tion by which the prisoner may be identified. 
Whethrr l e be the murderer or not, he looks 
wcuderfully like him. 
Another Klrli Mining Strike. 
E ureka, December 9th.—At the head of 
tbe Prospect mountain tunnel a body of ore 
was struck yesterday, the fuli extent of which 
cannot be determined except by further de­ 
velopments. Tbe point of the strike is about 
1,850 feet from the mouth of the tunnel, and 
is about 920 feet on a vertical line to the sur­ 
face. No more information could be defi­ 
nitely obtained with regard to the strike than 
that in blasting the whole lower face of the 
tunnel-head presented a continuous mass of 
galena ore, carrying rich carbonates. No as­ 
says have as yet been made, and hence the 
value of the oro cannot be accurately deter­ 
mined ; but that it is verv rich there can be 
no donbt. To-day enough will be found out 
to determine what is generally taken for 
granted here as a fixed feet—that is, that the 
fong-looked-for and patiently-labored-for bo­ 
nanza has at last been encountered. Day by 
day we are brought nearer and nearer to the 
conviction that Prospect mountain is one of 
tho moat extensive and most valuable mineral 
belts in the world. It has always been 
suggested by the doubting Thomases 
that the Eureka ore deposits were 
confined mainly to the Burface, and 
that they would not hold out in quantities as 
depth was attained. This bit of skepticism 
is cow knocked on the head, for the best finds 
have been uncovered so far at the greatest 
depths. This assertion is not an idle pnff, 
but is coufirmed by the recent magnificent 
ore body uncovered in the Eureka tunnel, 
which improves daily with every blast and 
stroke of the pick, backed up by the discov­ 
ery of yesterday, which in all likelihood will 
turn out as extensive and valuable as the 
former.

Railroad Mailers—Coal Discoveries. 
S e a ttle , December 9th.—The Evening 
Chronicle claims to be reliably informed that 
there are now seven parties of railroad sur­ 
veyors in the immediate vicinity of Snoqual- 
mie Pas», who do not belong to the North 
Pacific Railroad Company, bnt who are 
thought to be employed by the Utah North­ 
ern. There are no doubts, it adds, that two 
parties are at the place indicated, and that 
¡ hey are not the Northern Pacific men. The 
only question of uncertainty Í3 whether they 
are operating for the O. T. or some other 
company. 
The same piper is further Informed of four 
different companies, each having many men 
employed in securing coal lan Is on Green 
river and in opening veins of coal. Diffi­ 
culties between the forces of the different 
companies are cf frequent occurrence. 
The Oregon Improvement CempaDy and 
Northern Pacific had quite a wrangle about 
a piece of land recently. The Northern Pa­ 
cific men drove the Oregon Improvement 
Company’s employes off, but the last-named 
went aud secured reinforcements to tbe ex­ 
tent of seventeen men, armed with rifles, and 
coining back, put to flight the employes of 
the first-named company. Thus far no one 
has been hurt. 
The different named companies have found 
excellent coal, semi-bituminous, in great 
abundance. The veins average all the way 
from two to eight feet in width, the whole 
region being thoroughly prospected, and it is 
bring found that King county is almost one 
bed oi coal of the first quality. 


COAST AND STATE. 
A trout weighing twenty-seven pounds 
is on exhibition at Virginia, Nev. 
Several of the farmers around Pfcccnix, 
A. T., will plant cotton this year. 
About 0,000 acres of timber lands have 
been located on the Lower Puget Sound 
within a very short time. 
A party is still at work for the railroad, 
surveying from Strawberry valley towards 
Soda Springs, Shasta county. 
Three inches of snow fell at M alla Walla, 
W. T., on the 2Sth ultimo. Sleighs and 
cutters were out in full force. 
The Alice Company, Butte, Mont., paid 
$9,944 taxes this year, which is one-tenth 
the total taxation of Silver Bow county. 
Assotin City, the ambitious riVal of 
Lewiston, is located on both sides of Snake 
river, so that it is in both Idaho and Wash­ 
ington Territory. 
The Klamath Lake steamer General 
Howard has been frozen at her dock for 
some time, and will not be able to run 
until next spring. 
• 
A matóle quany has been discovered in 
Spokan couuty, W. T., and practical 
judges pronounce some specimens shown to 
be of excellent quality. Tbe quarry is of 
vast extent’. 
The Ivanpa'n mail carrier reports that 
rain was pouring down on the Mojave river 
and plains last Thursday, and that he rode 
in a rain storm from the Point of Rocks on 
the river until within seven miles of Col­ 
ton.On the Northern Pacific, at Pen d’O.-eille 
Lake, 8,000 feet of trestle-work is being 
put up, requiring 1,700 piles, varying from 
50 to 110 feet iu length and 20 inches in 
diameter at the b u tt; 1,04S stringers, aud 
1 500,000 feet of other timbers. Five pile- 
drivers are in operation. 
General Cadwalader, of the C. P. R. I!., 
has left at different places along the route 
of the proposed extension of the railroad 
above Redding, blanks for proposals for 
the contracts for furnishing ties. The ties 
are to be of red fir, 8x6 inches, 8 feet long. 
Ties are to be delivered on the track 
twelve months from this time. 
Judge Underhill, attorney of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad, while stopping at 
Hazel creek, Shasta county, recently, said 
there was a deposit of coal on the railroad 
land in Shasta valley, and that a ledge of 
iron ore near has prospected well. If it 
proves of sufficient value, an iron mice and 
smelting works may be seen iu Shasta val­ 
ley within a few years. 
A petition is being circulated in and 
about Lacenter, W. T., asking that $10,000 
may be appropriated to clear Lewis river 
of snags and a few obstructing bars to 
points above Cedar creek. The river has 
already been suiveyed by Government en­ 
gineers, and S10.0CÓ was the estimate of 
excenses necessary. 
This, propeily ex­ 
pended, would clear the river so that light- 
draft boats can ascend to within three 
miles of Chelatihie Prairie. 
Colonel Forsyth, who commands Fort 
Cummings, N. M., reports that cattle- 
thieves in considerable numbers are steal­ 
ing and driving off cattle near Lake Valley 
and Hillsboro, and that citizens call on 
him to intercept and capture them, aud 
that regular troops could cot be used law­ 
fully. Governor Sheldon telegraphed the 
Sheriff of Dona Ana county to endeavor 
to catch these thieves, and if necessary, to 
call on Colonel Rjereon, commanding s 
battalion of Territorial militia at has 
Cruces, for assistance. 
Says the author ot the “ History of Ne­ 
vada State ” : Nevada, “ The Battle Born,” 
young as she is, has made more history than 
is usual for States of many times her age 
and for communities of many times her 
number. The period since the discovery 
of silver in the Territory has been filled 
with the most stirring events, crowding 
within the short space of time the occur­ 
rences of a century in the older and qui­ 
eter countries of the East. Revolutions in 
finance, society and politics have followed 
her development, and connect her inti­ 
mately with the great progress of the age. 
Speaking of the Yellowstone Park and 
the geological marvels of the misnamed 
“ Ba<l Lands,” an Eastern journal says : 
These extend thirty miles or more along 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, and hun­ 
dreds of miles south of it. The scenery is 
picturesque, and in many places snblime. 
Thera is no more fruitful field for explora­ 
tion by the geologist and scientist. Pet­ 
rified remains of ancient and extinct 
species of saurian reptiles, of the mastodon, 
megatherium, and other species of animal 
life of a prehistoric age, and of woods, 
ferns and shells, will give employment to 
years of study. 
When the late Khedive was expelled 
from Egypt he established bis harem in 
Naples, to the great disgust of the Italians.

THE GHOSTS. 
Three More Stories of Strarge Affairs, In 
which lhe Supernatural figures. 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : Accepting ycur offer 
to publish incidents relating to Eupercatural 
experience?, I desire to recount a strange oc­ 
currence that happened here. One of onr moat 
prominent lawyers was with others engaged 
in the trial of a case in which the whole mat­ 
ter at issue depended upon finding certain 
papers, which, if produced would settle the 
ownership in an estate of a large amount of 
personal property. Every effort had been 
made to find the document?. Without them 
the property would be lost to the State and 
would go to those who unquestionably should 
not possess if. The attorneys for the estate 
felt the case to be hopeless. They had ex­ 
hausted themselves in the effort to find the 
documents. The case came on for trial. One 
or the witnesses, a friend, as was BuppcseJ, 
to the estate, was called on some matter con­ 
nected with the trial. No one ever dreamed 
that he might have the pap art; in fact, he 
had been one of those who desired them to 
be found. As the man passed the attorney’s 
seat on the way to the witness-stand, his coat 
lapel flew back and his inside breast pccket 
was Been filled out with papers, letters, etc.. 
some of which showed above its edge. Suddenly 
the attorney cf whom I write had it impressed 
upon him by some agency he was unable to 
define, that in that man's pocket the missing 
documents would be found. He saw them 
there, read their indorsement, and as plainly 
as he saw his own hand identified the papers 
in the midst of tho bundle in the man’s 
pocket. So certain was he of it that after a 
few preliminary questions he wr.s moved to 
step suddenly up to the witness, look him in 
the eye and say : “ Sir. you havo the papers 
now in your pocket inside your coat, on the 
left-hand side, in the middle of a bundle of 
papers there—produce' them.” He ¡3 unable 
to this day to account for bis own action and 
words. He was impelled to do as he did de­ 
spite himself. The witness trembled, turned 
pale, sat down and putting hia hand into his 
pocket drew out the papers so long searched 
for, and handing them over to the attorney, 
left the stand withcut a word.but manifesting 
fear and deep emotion.

I don’t know 
as this I am about to tell is a ghost 
story—but it is true. I lived on the banks of 
the Mississippi some twenty-five years ago. 
Near our village (in Illinois) there was a high 
bluff, and on it a number of oak trees of ureat 
age. Iu the town lived a man who was a 
local ‘‘character.” He claimed to be able to 
1 ok into the mysterious, and to have com­ 
munications from supernatural sources and 
all that. He asserted that he cculd see into 
the earth, print out lost treasure, etc. Ore 
day to a knot of young men, of which I was 
one, he declared that if they would go to a 
certain tree on the bluff and measure off a 
certain distance beneath a certain limb, and 
dig there, we should find the tkelet: n of an 
Indian chief, whose bones had reposed there 
for many generation?. He asserted that the 
chief had appeared to him and declared that 
! is bones hr.d been improperly put there, and 
should be exhumed. Now wo locked on this 
revelator as half cracked, but, nevertheless, 
we went and measured iff the ground and 
found it to be on a spot where all evidences 
showed the earth had not been disturbed for 
a great many years, if ever. It was certain 
the ground had never been spaded up, for wa 
dbg through hardpan and rock and gravel, 
and at a great depth, just wl ere the “ crank” 
indicated, we found a human skeleton. It 
was that of a man of very large size—of un­ 
usual stature. The bones were all blackened, 
and on exposure to the air many of them 
crumbled and fall away. They indicated 
exceeding long burial. There was neither 
record nor tradition cf any one having ever 
beeD buried in tlmt vicinity, and it was a 
most unlikely spot for burial. Did the

s ver negatively ; we only knew that he told 
us we should find the skeleton there.

E ds. R ecord-U nion : Having had an ex­ 
perience of the supernatural order, I propose 
to relate it. A few years ago there resided in 
thia city a D r. 
, a man well known in this 
community. In the winter of 1872 I took his 
boy to board. The child remained with me 
eight month?. As a consequence I and my 
family became well acquainted and very inti­ 
mate with the doctor. April, 1875, I went 
to the Eastern States, taking with me my 
son O. In tbe month of November following 
an older srr, named A , who was at 
work in Sacramento, 
was killed in 
a gravel pit with another man, and very soon 
after I returned, bringing toy son O., then 
aged 12 years. Abcut December 1st I came 
down town with my boy O., and when near 
the Postotfice I saw tha doctor walking 
rapidly uu the sidewalk frtm towards Third 
street. He came up to us, shook hands with 
us, and asked how I was and when I had re­ 
turned. He shook hands with my boy and 
spoke to him. He then placed his hand on 
the boy’s head, and turning the p.d’e face up­ 
ward, looked into it and said, “ I want to eee 
how rnnch you have grown.” I then asked 
him where his toe \V. was, and ho replied. 
“ Oat in the country, working on a farm,” 
and added ¡hat he had grown very much. I 
then said, ‘ I suppose yon know about A.?” 
referring to my deceased son. He replied, 
“ Ye?, it is too bad that be was killed so,” and 
added, “ I was at the funeral.” I said, 
“ I did not see you there,” and he answered, 
" I suppose not.” He then a3ked where 1 
lived, and said he was in something of a 
hurry that morning, and that he would call 
on ine soon, as he had many questions to ask 
me concerning the State?. Bidding us good 
morning, he then passed on. Several people 
passed us while we stood r.n the sidewalk 
talking. I neither saw nor heard anything 
of him for several weeks, when, on asking 
some one if anything was known of Dr.

BREVIÍY OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGF, 
It requires fewer and shorter words in 
English to express an idea than in French, 
and nearly a third les3 than in German, It 
English were phonetically spelled, the num­ 
ber of letters needed to express an idea or 
speech would not exceed one-half the num­ 
ber that are required in German. 
Take a 
few samples given by a London jonrnal: 
I was reminded of this eubject the other 
day by noticing the directions for an 
electric hell in my room in a foreign hotel. 
They were printed in French, German and 
English, viz.: 
“ On est prie d pousser le bonton jus- 
qu’au fond. 
“ Man ist gebeten den Knopf so viel als 
moglich zuruckzu3tos5en. 
“ Please press the button to the bottom.” 
There are ten words each iu the French 
aud German to seven in the English. The 
number of letters is thirty-seven, fifty-two 
and thirty-ene respectively. The note at 
the foot of the bill of fare was similarly in­ 
teresting : 
“ On remet la note chaqué joar au con­ 
trole des voyageurs. 
• “ Um Irrungen za vermeiden, wird tag- 
lich die Rechnung zar Centróle vorgelegt. 
“ Bills are given daily to avoid errors.” 
Here, again, we have ten, eleven and 
seven words, with forty-five, sixty-three 
and thirty-one letters respectively. An­ 
other common “ notice” affords corrobo­ 
rating evidence of the preceding exan pies 
of superior terseness of our vernacular : 
“ On est pre de ne pas fumer. 
“ Es wird gebeten nicht zu rauchen. 
“ Please do not smoke.” 
Here we have seven and sLx words to 
four, with twenty-two, twenty-seven and 
sixteen letters respectively. 
M arrying a Deceased W ife’s Sister. 
There has been considerable local discussion 
in reference to tbe propriety of a man mar­ 
rying his deceased wife’s sister. The Bishop 
of Albany is known to entertain strong 
views on the subject, objecting seriously 
to such a union. On tbe otber hand there 
have been strong reasons assigned why a 
marriage of this kind is unobjectionable, 
Mr. Gale, cf Troy, writing a particularly 
vigorous reply to the Bishop’s pamphlet. 
We notice that the qnestion is to be agi­ 
tated again thia winter in Canada, where 
it has popped up intermittently for debate 
ever since the year 1S50, when a society 
was organized for the express purpose of 
securing the repeal of the law touching the 
matter in queatioD. The Act introduced 
by the reformers passed the lower Canadian 
house last year, but failed in the Senate. 
An Omaha girl had to be tied up in her 
room to prevent her from eloping with a 
railroad brakenian who had slammed eleven 
doors off their hinges. She had been look­ 
ing for such a hero for yeare.—[Detroit 
Free Pres*. 


SPIDERS’ SKILL AS AERONAUTS. 
It is reported that a shower of spider 
webs fell at Green Bay, Wis. As a matter 
of fact, such things are of frequent occur­ 
rence in northern countries during the 
month of October. Spiders were tbe first 
balloonists, the first of the animal creation 
not furnished with wings to navigate the 
air. The spider is a migratory animal—a 
“ bird of passage,” as it were. They make 
for themselves wings and fly away to warm 
climates upon the approach of winter, and 
return again in the spring. When the 
season fcr moving arrives they post them­ 
selves upon the tops of fences, or iu other 
elevated positions in an open space, and 
there prepare their balloons, or nails, or 
wings—call them wbat yon please. The 
6pider is a scientific meteorologist. He is 
versed in atmospheric currency. He may 
not be able to read the figures on a barom­ 
eter, but be knows perfectly well when the 
atmosphere is dense, and when it is rare. 
Ha never undertakes an aerial journey 
during a calm or iu a rareificd atmosphere. 
He waits for a gentle breeze from the 
north, and for a normal condition of 
the atmosphere, and then cuts his cables 
and floats off to the south at the rate of 
six to ten miles per hour. 
Not infre­ 
quently spiders travel in pairs, and some­ 
times half a dozen are carried together in 
the “ basket” of the balloon constructed 
by their joint labors. Should Mr. Spider 
be caught in a gale, or in an adverse cur­ 
rent, or should his balloon be about to 
pass over a large body of water— the Gulf 
of Mexico, the Caribbean Sea, the Med­ 
iterranean or the German Ocean, for exam­ 
ple—he can cut himself loose, his basket 
becomes a parachute and he falls to the 
ground without injury. Should an army 
of migratory spiders Btrike a region of 
calm and rarefied atmosphere, the web 
will no longer float, but will descend to 
the earth, thus producing a “ shower of 
spider webs.” Such things are not un­ 
common—so common, in fact, as to very 
seldom attract notice. Now, we have told 
you what we know about spiders. Tho 
city reader is not bound to believe a word 
of the stoiy. But let him or her who 
doubts go into the country any warm day 
in autumn — “ Indiau summer”— when 
there is a gentle breeze from the north, and 
if hundreds, perhaps thousand?, of flying 
spiders are not seen, then set us down as a 
“ Louisiana liar.” Whoever proposes to 
invent a flying machine should take his 
first lesson from the spider.—[Columbus 
(0.) Journal.

Mme. Janauschek narrowly escaped losing 
her diamonds by leaving them in a hack, 
and it was mentioned that among these 
gems were four, valued at $45,000, which 
had been presented to her by the Czar 
Nicholas and the Queen of Bavaria. It is 
a curious phase of modern times, this dis­ 
position to lavish on the feminine stars of 
the opera and theater the costliest gifts in 
addition to their magnificent earnings, and 
is, moreover, a very ridiculous caprice of 
extravagance. No persons in the world 
are so well paid as these, and the only 
merit—-if merit it be—which can bo ac­ 
corded to them is that, in view of great 
pecuniary prizes, they do their best to im­ 
prove their natural abilities. Nobody, we 
believe, sends Rosa Bonhenr diamond 
bracelets because she has paiuted good 
pictures, or lavished jewels on Mrs. Somer­ 
ville because she wa3 a profound scientist, 
or on George Eliot because she wrote good 
novels, and while there are millions of de­ 
serving women wanting help, this bespat­ 
tering of singers and actresses with dia­ 
monds is decidedly to be deprecated.
